ASHINGTON, June 12.—({Exclu- 
sive Dispatch] Another sensa- 
tion was sprung in the Cuban 
tariff case today, when eighteen Re- 
publican Senators decided to notify 
the President of the United States

eighteen Senators will notify the Presi- 
dent that they will give Cuba either 
of the following modes of relief: 

First—A rebate upon her products 
sent to the United States. 
Second—4 straight tariff reduction, 
as provided in the bill that passed the 
House, which at the same time,’ re- 
moves the differential duty on re- 
fined sugar. 

These Senators will do no more than 
that. They are in fighting trim, and 
are determined. The eighteen Senators 
are: Perkins, Bard, Burrows, Stewart, 
Mitchell, Clapp, Nelson, Elkins, Scott, 
Millard, Burton, Mason, Gamble, Kit- 
tredge, Jones, Wellington, Deitrich and 
Simon. Senators Foster and Kearns, 
who have not decided yet upon taking 
this extreme stand, are in favor ot the 
general proposition. 

It is now up to the President to 
say what he will do. Probably he 
will abandon his Cuban tariff policy 
and let Congress give that island such 
aid as is deemed best. If he does 
yield to the Republican Senators who 
oppose him, it will be for the sake of 
harmony in national affairs, and not 
because he is willing to acknowledge 
he is wrong. 0

Today’s conference was held in Sen- 
ator Elkins’s committee- room. The 
ommittee of conciliation, consisting 
Senators Elkins, Burrows and Jones 
of Nevada, appointed to confer with 
the Senators of the Cuban committee, 
reported that they had failed to secure 
concessions from the opposition. The 
effect of the Thurber testimony was 
thoroughly cemeidered,. immediately 
following thit report. A count of those 
pregent and those absent and known 
to in sympathy with the movement 
led to thé conclusion that there are 
at least four Republican Senators who 
can be depended to stand together in 
any course agreed upon. Counting the 
full Democratic vote ag favorable to 
the House bill, the beet-sugar advo- 
cates concluded that a proposition to 
pass that measure unamended would 
be the strongest that could be put for- 
ward. The combination of the two 
forces would give a total of fifty-two 
votes, or seven more than a majority. 
There was objection on the part of 
some of the Senators present to ac- 
ceptance of the House bill, carrying 
the abolition of the refined-sugar dif-

He was just putting on his uni- 
form for graduation exercises, this 
morning. when the correspondent 
called. He was due to join the Presi- 
dent and Secretary of War Root, and 
he said he would discuss the matter on 
his way over. He talked freely and 
frankly, and when he came to stop in 
front of Superintendent Mills’s house 
he said he would write out exactiy what 
he wished’ to say in answer to the pub- 
lished stories. He entered Col: Mills’s 
parlor and wrote in pencil on three 
scraps of paper. After making the 
statement, Gen. Wood added: 

“What these people seem to forget 
is that, as military Governor, I repre- 
sented the Cubans, not the people of 
Nebraska, or any other distant place. 
The powerful Oxnard lobby here was 
working night and day to misrepre- 
sent the condition down there. It was 
my duty to counteract that influence. 

The United States Export Associa- 
tion had a valuable mailing list, with 
some 120,000 names of college profes- 
sors, lawyers, physicians and persons 
in good standing all over the country. 
I had printed portions of the Presi- 
dent’s message relating to Cuba, ex- 
tracts from speeches, part of magazine 
articles and editorials, and I sent these 
out broadcast. The expenses were for 
printing and mailing. If I had deemed 
it necessary, I showld have kept this 
up to the end. 

“This matter is all tommyrot. As 
Governor-General, I virtually held a 
trust estate for the benefit of the 
people of Cuba, and it was my duty 
to protect that trust in every possible 
manner. 

'THURBER’'S EXPLANATION. 
(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M) 

NEW YORK, June 12.—The Herald 
tomorrow will quote Francis B. Thur- 
ber as gaying in reply to criticisms 
brought out by his testimony before the 
Senate committee in regard to the 
use of the funds furnished by the 
military government of Cuba in aid of 
reciprocity: | 

“It was Cuban money, and not that 
of the United States. The beet-e#ugar 
people are attempting to make polit- 
ical capital out of what was, in my 
opinion, a legitimate and proper use of 
Cuban money. Everything was done 
openly, and no fact was hidden. When 
called to Washington to testify before 
the committee, I told them the plain 
truth. The committee of Cuban busi- 
ness men recommended the expenditure 
of money paid by Cubans in import 
taxes. 

“Gen, Wood acted within his author- 
ity in disposing of these funds, or a 
portion of them, in the best interests 
of the islands. Mr. Havemeyer's con- 
tribution came about in this way: i 
was asked, last winter, if our organi- 
zati was not at work in the interest 
of the sugar trust. I replied that it 
was not, but the question set me to 
thinking that perhaps we were work- 
ing on similar lines. I then went to 
Mr. Havemeyer and asked for a con- 
tribution. He gave me $2500. This, 
with the small amount from the Cuban 
import taxes, has carried on the work 
of distributing literature, giving the 
people of the United States the truth 
about Cuba's condition and require-

Militia Busy in 


Many Acts of Disorder 
During the Day. 
More Than Score of Persons 
Injured in Affrays. 
Mine Superintendent in Dan- 
ger—Strikes Averted 
in Chicago.

AWTUCKET (R. I.) June 12.—Bay- 
5 onets in the hands of soldiers or- 

dered out by the Governor of the 
State to suppress riotous disturbances, 
listened in the streets of Pawtucket 
today. 

The astonishing increase in the num- 
ber of lawless acts directed against the 
United Traction Company, whose union 
men have been on strike since June 2, 


force and deputy sheriffs to suppress 
rioting induced Gov. Kimball to call 
out the militia. 

Numerous acts of disorder occurred 
during the day, and more than a score 
of people were injured, one fatally. 

In the presence of about one thou- 
sand persons and the militia this even- 
ing, Adjt.-Gen. Sackett read the riot 
act. A provisional regiment was 
formed, composed of companies from 
the First and Second regiments, with 
the First Battalion of Cavalry. The 
regiments responded to an emergency 
call promulgated by Gov. Kimball, and 
Brig.-Gen. Herbert 8. Tanner assumed 
command. 

The most serious disturbance today 
was at the eity une. A car was started 
from the Pawtucket-avenue carhouse 
on which were a score of deputy sher- 
ifs. At Pawtucket and East avenues 
a big crowd was in waiting, and it was 
prepared to give the deputies a warm 
reception. 

Maj. Maynard had the First Bat- 
talion of Cavalry as a guard to the 
‘cars, the troops being divided by 
platoons in the frdnt and rear. The 
deputy sheriffs were ordered to keep 
their revolvers in their pockets by Maj. 
Maynard, who said that if there wag to 
be any shooting the militia would do it. 

Chief of Police Rice was present, and 
advised the people to disperse, and a 
number of the striking conductors and 
motormen practically endangered their 
own safety by endeavoring to prevail 
on the people to leave. 

Before the people turned their at- 
tention to the car they cheered the 
troopers. Immediately after, how- 
ever, a rain of stonés, bricks and every 
conceivable form of missile fell upon 
the electric car. The troopers were 
hemmed in by the mob, and with great 
difficulty succeeded in working their 
way out, the motorman of the car 
facing the mob and getting the car 
through. 

While the turmoil was at its height 
fully a dozen shots were fired from the 
ear through the drawn curtains. One 
bullet lodged in the neck of Venner 
Peterson, aged twelve, son of John 
Peterson of this city. The shot struck 
him when he was standing some dis- 
tance from the car. The shooting made 
the mob wild, and only the presence 
of the troops prevented the demolition 
of the car and serious injury to the 
deputies. 
Maj. Sweet, surgeon of the cavalry, 
examined the boy and pronounced h:m 
fatally hurt. The boy was taken to the 
hospital where it was announced to- 
night that he would die. 

The wounding of the boy sobered the 
crowd, which, after the car proceeded, 
became more temperate. 

At this time a Providence passenger, 
Benjamin P. Bosworth, becoming 
alarmed at the shower of stones, jump- 
ed from the car which was being 
rush through the mob, and sustained 
serious injuries by falling. 

The situation during the remainder 

of the afternoon, after the militia of- 
ficers had jurisdiction over the field, 
and had mapped out plans of cam- 
paign, and the proclamation of Gov. 
Kimball had been published, was such 
that Gen. Tanner determined to have 
all the soldiers available. After con- 
sultation with the Governor it was 
decided to ask for all the available 
militia, and additional companies were 
called out. 
On the arrival of these commands 
there was 750 men and sixty officers on 
duty. After the militia had deen 
stoned in the morning, ball cartridges 
were served out, each private carry- 
ing forty rounds, and each officer 
fifty rounds of revolver ammunition. 

Willlam Welch, a deputy sheriff, has 
been arrested, charged with shooting 
Peterson. When taking the prisoner 


to the Police Station, two policemen 


were roughly handled, and were fol- 
lowed to the door of the station by a 
mob that stoned the officers, and made 
great efforts to get the prisoner from 
them. The man was searched, and on 
him was found a revolver with four 
cartridges in it. With Welch the 
police brought Adams Saunders, a pri- 
vate of the Eleventh Heavy Artillery, 
U. S. A., at Fort Adams, home on a 
furlough, -who declares he saw tune 
Sheriff lean over a seat and fire the 
shot that hit the boy.

STRIKING MINERS. 
ATTEMPTED MURDER. 


Superintendent Thomas Thomas, of 
the colliery of Lehigh Valley Coal 
Company at Oid Forge, north of: this 
city. For four days crowds have. been 
gathering morning and evening on 
hill which overlooks the colliery, and 
throwing stones at the men at work 
within the inclosure. The day and night 
superintendents are taken to and from 
the ceiliery on a locomotive. Last night 
the night superintendent reached the 
colliery safely. A few minutes later 
Superintendent Thomas came out, and 
when about 300 yards from the breaker,

WEST POINT (N. Y.) June 12.—The 
centennial celebration of the Military 
Academy closed today with the presen- 
tation of diplomas to the one hun- 
dredth graduating class by the Presi- 
dent, an address by Gen. Dick of the 


visiting board, and remarks by Gen. 


Miles. The weather was fine, and the 
ceremony took place out of doors on 
that part of the parade grounds known 
as “Cavalry place.” An open tent 
with a platform had been erected for 
the speakers and officiais, and stand- 
ing at the front of the platform the 
President presented each new officer 
with his diploma. 

It was expected that the President 
would make a few remarks, but he 
simply shook hands with each cadet. 
On the platform, beside the President, 
were Gen. Horace Porter, Gen. Miles, 
Secretary Root, Secretary Moody, 
Postmaster-General Payne, the Chinese 
Minister, Wu Ting Fang: Senator Pet- 
tus of Alabama. Senator Quarles of 
Wisconsin, Gov. Odell, the Italian Am- 
bassador, Mr. Des Planches; Gens, Cor- 
bin, Young, Schofield, McCook and 
Brooke: Rt. Rev. Dr. Conaty, the 
academic board of the academy, Chek- 
ine Bey and Congressman Dick of 
Ohio. 

The audience, comprising ladies in 
fashionable summer costumes and the 
entire cadet corps and several hun- 
dred visitors, occupied chairs on the 
lawn under the trees, and the clear 
sky and beautiful scenery about West 
Point gave the exercises a picturesque 
setting. 

Of the speakers, Gen. Dick spoke for 
the board of visitors, secretary Root 
for the government and Gen. Miles for 
the army. Gen. Dick said, in part, 
after giving advice to the cadets: 

“The wars conducted by the United 
States never have been for conquest. 
Cuba is now a sister republic, and 
Porto Rico has more freedom and con- 
tentment than ever before. The war 
with Spain was unavoidable, and we 
came into the possession of the Philip- 
pines as a result. Our authority there 
must be as absolute as our responsi- 
bility. That we will succeed gloriously 
in the work we have taken up in the 
Philippines, the world now knows.“ 
He said that West Point would last 
as long as the nation an army. 

Secretary Root said it was a funda- 
mental principle that the military 
branch of the government should be 
subject to the control of the civil 
branch. He told the cadets to bear in 
mind that their education was not by 
any means complete, and that they 
could go on learning to be good sol- 
diers until they retired, if they were 
lucky enough to live until the age of 
64 years. The regular army in time 
of war. he said, was a nucleus of a 
great organization, including the militia 
and National Guard, and he advised 
the cadets to get the good will of those 
bodies and of citizens interested in the 
army.

PEDRO FOR SHIPMENT. 


Six-inch Material 


Used in Costly 


Latest in the Stock Market. 


The Standard Of! Company has be- 
gun work on ah important project, 
Which will require the expenditure of 
several hundred thousand dollars. The 
new undertaking of this giant operator 
is the construction of a pipe line from 
the Fullerton ol! fields to San Pedro. 

Plans are for a six-inch pipe line, the 
distance being about thirty-five miles, 
and a branch to be run to Whittier, 
connecting with the main line. 

Work has actually been begun at the 
Fullerton end, and large working forces 
will be put on to rush it to completion. 

The line will have a much larger 
carrying capacity than the present 
four-inch line between Fullerton and 
San Pedro, owned by the Union Oil! 
Company. 

Another force of Standard employés 
commenced work on two immense 
storage tanks yesterday, and it is 
quietly given out that this company 
will expend over $500,000 in the Fuller- 
ton district before the end of the year.

with young hoppers which nave nof ‘yet 
attained to wings. It will be ten days 
or two weeks from June 5 before 5 
main portion of the swarm gets ite 
Wings. 

“In the meantime a steady move- 
ment toward the south and southwest 
can be seen, and the army is advanc- 
ing two or three hundred feet a day in 
the direction noted. A large orchard 
and vineyard section is threatened. 
Indeed the hoppers have already en- 
tered one vineyard and are doing dam- 
age in it. I am informed that the sec- 
tion threatened has a crop value this 
year of $150,000. The pest threatened 
is the true migratory hopper. Believ- 
ing that energetic measures were neces- 
Sary to combat the evil. I called for a 
public meeting of the interested grow- 
ers. This was well attended and after 
considerable discussion it was decided 
to try to get the permission of the 
owners of the pasture land to burn over 
the ng grounds. Failing this. 
then a strip 100 feet wide was to be 
bought up, covering the face of the 
army, this strip burned over, and then. 
a dozen or so Hopper-dozers put to 
work on it. This latter was the plen 
1 proposed and advocated. I came back 
to Newcastle on the midnight train 
after committees had been appointed 
to carry this matter along. On my re- 
turn to Roseville the following morn- 
ing, I found that Mr. King had re- 
turned on the train that 1 left on and 
dad considered that it was the duty 
of the County Board of Horticulture 
to suppress the hoppers in the breeding 
ground. His plan was to have this 
board order the suppression of the 
hoppers and if the pasture owners fail- 
ed to do so in three hours. then the 
board should proceed to burn the grass. 
This plan seemed to meet the approval 
of all concerned, at first. and was 
hailed as a ready and cheap solution of 
the problem. However, the board. 
b-fter consulting lawyers and after 
much study of the situation during 
Wednesday and Thursday, finally de- 
cided that the proposed work was so 
entirely without precedent and their 
own personal liability, in case of dam- 
age so great, they would at the pres-

85 The Lungs of the Tree. 
- #474 The leaves of the trees; how very 
few of the deciduous-fruit growers un- 
derstand or appreciate the true value 
and vital functions of the foliage of 
their fruit trees, or if they do, how 
superbly indifferent they are to the 
ravages of the different fungous pests 
that destroy them. The quality of this 
year’s crop of fruit and the quantity 
and quality of fruit and leaf buds for 
next year depend upon the ability of 
the leaves to elaborate the crude mate- 
rial sent up by the root system, and 
furthermore without leaf action there 
can be no root action; the leaves are 
to the tree what the lungs and the 
blood are to us, and if we desire the 
greatest and most complete develop- 
0 ment of root, branch and fruit we 
must religiously preserve the foliage. 
The damage done to the foliage of the 
deciduous fruit trees in this county is 
with probably one exception (the pear 
: 7 slug.) due to the workings of the va- 
3 rious parasitic fungi, different in 
; name and method of growth, but all 
: alike in the primal germ (the spore.) 
: and all combatted by the same method 
and destroyed by the same remedy— 
properly made Bordeaux mixture.

Knowledge is Necessary. | 

The production of first-class fruit i 
a fine art. A successful orchardist 
must not only know the conditions af- 
fecting plant growth, but be able to 
recognize the enemies of his crops and 
protect the plants from them. Weeds, 
insects and fungus diseases are his 
worst enemies, and some knowledge of 
their nature and habits is necessary to 
combat them successfully. It is evi- 
dent that the more thorough his knowl- 
edge, the more effective will be the 
means employed to destroy them. 
Again, with & fuller appréviation of 
the fundamental principles underlying 
plant growth, he has learned, partly by 
intuition, to keep his trees in health, 
and when he has reached this stage 
he stands far in advance of his neigh- 
bor who waits until his trees are dis- 
eased and then begins to look about 
for a spraying apparatus. . 

There is no longer any excuse for 
ignorance on these points, for all the 
leading insects and fungi have re- 
ceived more or less exact treatment 
in the publications of the experiment 
stations, and the puMished accounts 
are to be had for the asking. The 
foregoing statement was amply veri- 
fied in regard to the apple, at the 
various meetings of the Apple Growers’ 
Association held during the past win- 
ter; illustrations, accompanied with 
descriptions of and remedies for al- 
most every known disease, fungus en- 
emy and insect pest of the apple, taken 
from the bulletins of the different sta- 
tions, were exhibited at the meetings, 
and so graphic were some of them that 
apple growers present immediately rec- 
ognized some of the less common forms 
that had been working unmolested in 
their orchards for years. Every fruit 
grower should immediately take steps 
to possess himself of this valuable 
knowledge. ‘

Grasshoppers Galore. | 

A letter just received from Prof. C. 
W. Woodworth states that he had been 
temporarily recalled from bis investi- 
gation of the red spider and detailed 
to investigate the locust plague at 
Fresno. Many acres of vines had been 
denuded of fruit and verdure and the 
visitation is assuming serious propor- 
tions, so the letter states. The pro- 
fessor says he will be detained sev- 
eral days in that field, studying the 
origin and characteristics of the at- 


Word has been recetved from portions 
of San Diego county that this pest is 
very destructive, especially upon the 
verdure of the damp lands of War- 
ner’s Ranch. Some weeks ago an item 
was published in this department, in 
which the prediction was made by a 
representative of the lessee of the 
ranch, that the “hoppers” would be 
numerous. Ordinarily this insect ap- 
pears there in such smal] numbers as 
to do lite harm, or subject to con- 
trol by burning straw over the hatch- 
ing grounds of the “hoppers,” but this 
season such remedies are ineffective, 
though supplemented by employing the 
Indian women to gather the insects 
into sacks in the cool part of the day 
and burning them en masse. 


A New Invasion. 


I learn from Frank Scoville of Cor- 
Ona that the black scale is becoming 
@ serious menace to the groves at 
Corona. and from another source that 
the horticultural commissioners of Riv- 
erside county are alarmed at the in- 
vasion and are preparing to meet it 
all along the line. It has been held 
that from the dryness of the air and 
the warm weather this scale could 
never get a serious hold upon the or- 
chards of that county, and that no 
doubt will be the case if the present 
infection is stamped out and the sea- 
sons resume th normal tendencifes. 
Reports from all over Los Angeles 
county show that this season has been 
remarkably favorable for the multipll- 
cation of this, the most serious pest 
the orchardist has to meet. The ef- 
fects of these conditions are felt in 
Riverside county as well, and no doubt 
arise from the continued cool weather. 
with the unusual moisture in the air 
that has prevailed for so many months. 

In this connection it may be of in- 
terest to oitrus- fruit growers to note 
that all the horticultural] inspectors 
of Los Angeles county have been or- 
dered to canvass each his district, ex- 
amine the present condition or ad- 
vancement of the black scale, formulate 
their opinions upon the earliest times 
the pest may be attacked with success 
this summer and transmit the infor- 
mation to the commissioners’ office 
from which a synopsis of the matter 
will be made for the benefit of the 
growers. This report should be ready 
early next week and will be given to 
the press if desired. 

—— 
Trail of the Sprayer. 

Three or four of the fruit growers 
at Altadena are very much discon- 
ecerted over the damage sustained by 
their orchards from the use of disti!- 
late. The application was made last 
April, a new process for mixing the oil! 
and water being used. In the orchard 
of Mr. Viereck the havoc is great. Be- 
fore the applicktion this orchard was 
one of the most prolific and best care! 
for in the Altadena district. Now many 
of the trees are ruined and some of 
them practically dead. Great limbs 
have been killed back to the. trunk 
and dozens will never be pretty to 
look upon again. This season's crop 
is ruined on half the orchard and the 
trees cannot rally in time to produce 
a crop in 1903. 

lt seems useless to warn the users 
of distillate not to experiment with 
every new fad brought out, such as 
that of mechanically mixing the distil- 
late and water after they are put into 
the spraying tank. In the case of Mr. 
Viereck t orchard some of the trees re- 
ceived a full blast of undiluted oil, be- 
cause, perchance, the agitator didn't 
work just right. Other trees did not 

ny oll, oF at least, not enough to 


degtroy the infection — Why not let 
those who can spare the time and 
money to experiment with new ingecti- 
cides and appliances prove the em- 
cacy of remedies before sacrificing an 
orchard or a crop at best, by pro- 
jecting' with dopes of different kinds 
and their manner of commixture? The 
loss from experimentation has been 
frightful during the last year, and in 
no case has a general use of distillate 
been justiflable, except at Rivera, 
where the trees are so large and so 
interlocked that no other remedy 18 
possible. At Rivera, even, the cyan- 
ide treatment will be used largely the 
coming campaign. 
Hoppers at Warner's. 


The following interesting item, taken 
from the San Diego Tribune, describes 
the methods of fighting locusts at 
Warner's ranch. Our Prof. Woodworth, 
who has been called north to engage 
in a similar warfare at Fresno and 
other places, has no Indians with which 
to stay the invasion. This is the In- 
dian method: 

“For two weeks grasshoppers have 
been hatching very fast. They infest 
this valley every spring. Mr. Taylor, 
the superintendent of the ranch, has 
for ten days had an army of squaws 
fighting the as yet wingless pests. 
With sacks or brush they drive them 
into ditches, already prepared, where 
they sack them and carry them to an- 
other ditch filled with burning straw, 
where they are cremated. ' 

“The grasshoppers start in on one 
side of the ranch and the destroyers 
Start at the same place and keep pace 
with them. In that way Mr. Taylor 
saves most of the grass.”

Late Census Bulletin. 


The Times has just received the cen- 
sus bulletin relating to agriculture in 
California. A “farm,” as defined by 
the Twelfth Census, Includes all the 
land, under one management, used for 
raising crops and pasturing live stock, 
with the wood lots, swamps, meadows, 
etc., connected therewith. It includes 
also the house in which the farmer re- 
sides, and all other buildings used by 
him in connection with his farming 
operations. From these records the 
following interesting statistics are 
taken: 


Number of farms in California....... 72,542 
Value of farms, including improve- 

ments ...... Noz. 912. 960 
Value of land and other improve

Farm implements and machiner r... 2.811.670 


By adding the last two items to the 
value of “farms” it gives the total 
value of the farm property, $796,527,955. 

The products derived from domestic 
animals, poultry and bees, including 
animals sold and animals slaughtered 
on farms, are referred to in this bulle- 
tin as “animal ta The total 
value of all such products, together 
with the value of all crops, is termed 
“total value of farm products.” This 
value for 1899 was 5131,90, 606, of which 
amount $36,324,894, or 27.6 per cent., 
represents the value of animal prod- 
ucts, and $96,366,712, or 72.4 per cent., 
the value of crops, including forest 
products cut or produced on farms. The 
total value of farm products for 1899 
exceeds that reported for 1889 by $44,- 
657,316, or 51.3 per cent. 

The value of “net farm products,’- or 
the “gross farm income,” is obtained 
by deducting * the total value of 
farm products tie value of the products 
fed to live stock on the farms of the 
producers. In 1899 the reported value 
of products fed was $13,488,570, leaving 
$118,202,036 as the gross farm income. 
The percentage which this latter 
amount is of the “tota] value of farm 
property” is referred to in the text as 
the “percenage of grogs income upon 
mvestment.“ For California in 1899 it 
was 14.8 per cent. 


THE POULTRY YARD. 
Poultry That Paid. 


The Hanford Sentinel tells of an egg 
ranch, the property of W. C. McFar- 
lane, that is an object lesson. Mr. Mc- 
Furlane started in the poultry business 
ten years ago with no capital but good 
sense and industry and a disposition 
to stay with the business. He now 
has a brooder 22x64 feet with 1000 
bright Leghorn chicks. It has sixteen 
runs and the temperature is maintained 
at from 90 degrees for the little fellows 
down to 80 degrees for the older ones. 
His loes of chicks amounts to no more 
than 5 per cent. “When the chickens 
are ready to leave the brooder,” says 
the Sentinel, “they are turned out into 
the pens, of which there are fourteen, 
eight containing a little more than 
a third of an acre each, and six smaller 
yards. Half of these yards are sown 
to alfalfa and the other half is laid 
out in the peach orchard. Water is 
piped to every yard and furnished to 
the chickens by means of automatic 
waterers, so that the chickens have 
pure and fresh water all the time. 
There are no puddles or mud holes 
about.“ 

Mr. McFarlane has refused $5000 for 
his egg farm with stock and appurten- 
ances. He now has 2200 chickens, big 
and little on hand, of which 700 are 
laying hens. me 


Pheasants. 


By the efforts of some who call them- 
seives or like to hear other people call 
them sportsmen the pheasant has 
been introduced in this country. It is 
claimed as a native of England, but 
there is no authority for believing that 
they were found in England before 
that country was invaded by the Ro- 
mans, and much reason to think they 
were much earlier known, domesticated 
and bred in Asia before that date 
Possibly there the pheasant family in- 
cluded the pea-fowl, the turkey and 
the guinea fowl, though many would 
claim the turkey as a native of North 
America, without remembering that 
this country and Siberia, in Asia, were 
at one time probably so near together 
that the flight of a wild bird might 
have carried it that distance. 

But it is in England that the pheas- 
ants known as such, have been best de- 
veloped, and there are claimed to be 
now not less than eighteen varieties of 
the English pheasant, beside some 
that are evidently but crosses bet ween 
two varieties. There have been some 
imported into this country, and certain 
varieties seem not to be much more 
difficult to rear than the guinea fowl 
in confinement, or to thrive as well as 
the partridge in the liberty of the 
woods, in which case they will make 
an addition to our game birds. In cer- 
tain sections they have been reared in 
domestic yards, and then set. free to 
run wild, for that purpose, this 
has only proved a partial succes® thus 
‘far. although it has been claimed that 
in the Middlesex Fells, near Boston. 
where shooting is not allowed, they are 
increasing in number from those 
turned loose a few years ago. 

Yet, as certain varieties are said to 
be so hardy as to endure the coldest 
of weather and snowstorms, we should 
think they might well be introduced in- 
to some of our game-growing sections, 
as the Adirondacks, around the Range- 
ley, lakes. ond in the mountainous 
sections clsewhere, If they were pro- 
tected a few years. They are said to 
produce thirty to forty eggs in a Sen- 
son for each pair. thus often rearing 
two litters a year, and one male might 
be sufficient for four or five females, 
perhaps more, if they are kept 
apart, but the jealousy of the females 
often leads to serious battles between

THE FARM. 

The crying demand over the whole 
State is for tarm labor. Haying is 
under full headway, harvesting has 
commenced, fruit packing has started 
and soon work in all departments of 
agriculture will be under full swing, 
and already there is complaint of dearth 
of labor. The canners are figuring upon 
putting up an unusually heavy pack 
this season. The beet factories are pre- 
paring for a largely increased output; 
the fruit crop is very large, and tke 
dryers will be kept busy. Soon hop 
picking will commence, and all this 
work will come at one time, and al- 
ready help is scarce. We are making 
strenuous efforts to induce the wealthy 
classes to come to California, buy our 
land and develop our resources, but 
on all hands we are met with the as- 
sertion that we don’t want any more 
laborers, or poor people here, but it 
seems to us that it would be a good 
plan to let down the barriers for a 
while and let some workers into the 
State to save what capital has pro- 
duced. 


Alfalfa Grass. 


The eastern farmer who rates one 
good crop of hay a year is satisfied. His 
contentment, however. will doubtless 
be considerably disturbed when he 
learns that in Southern California and 
in many other Western States it is pos- 
sible to raise from three to five crops 
a year of the best kind of hay ever fed 
to horses and cattle. It is the alfalfa 
grass, or, as it is sometimes called, 
lucerne, a clover-like plant belonging 
to the bean family. It is tall and den- 
der, with large violet or purple flow- 
ers in an oblong raceme, or twisted 
pods. For many years aifalfa has been 
known to be an excellent crop as hay 
for cattle and pasturage for horses 
and hogs, but it has only been within 
the last two years that the western 
farmer has gone extensively into the 
raising of this kind of grass. 

Alfalfa has been known in America 
for fifty years, but for a long time its 
introduction into new localities made 
slow progress, as the farmers looked 
on it with suspicion and questioned its 
adaptability for fodder. It was not 
many years ago that it was declared 
‘that the soll and climate of only a few 
States were favorable to the growth 
of alfalfa, but recent experiments o' 
farmers in Eastern Kansas and other 
States where it had not been grown be- 
fore were successful enough to encour- 
age the belief that the time will come 
when this very valuable farm product 
will be raised on even the farms in 
the New England and Hudson River 
Valleys. 

It is estimated that alfalfa {s 50 per 
cent. better feed, pound for pound, 
than red clover, and outyieldg the lat- 
ter by 100 per cent. Its roots penetrate 
the soil to a greater depth, which 18 
especialyy important in dry regions, as 
the grass naturally is enabled to stand 
protracted dry spells. Alfalfa is cov- 
ered with little nodules, or tubercles, 
that are the homes of micro-organisms 
that have the power to absorb free ni- 
trogen from the air and make it ava 
able for plant food. This, of course, 
enables the alfalfa to produce a large 
amount of nitrogenous feed, and at the 
same time materially increase the fer- 
tility of the soil. Qualities of this kind 
make grass the most economical 
range feed in the hands of the farmer. 
Last summer, although Kansas was 
without rain for many weeks, farm- 
ers who had alfalfa crops, real- 
ized from to $80 an acre on 


their crops. In California, Arizona and 


New Mexico the alfalfa grass flourishes, 
and in Southern California five crops 
a year are not uncommon.—[New York 
Tribune. 


LIVE STOCK. 
Prices of Beef Cattle. 


Serretary of Agriculture James WII- 
son is quoted as follows regarding the 
“beef combine” and, rise in prices of 
meats: 

“I predict a fall in the price of beef 
as soon as the grass cattle are ready 
for market. There is nothing to hinder 
the butchers in any city from making 
an agreement among themselves to put 
an agent in one of the western mar- 
kets for the purpose of buying cattle, 
having them shipped to their city, 
slaughtered and sold at a profit, pro- 
viding they can get, the same transpor- 
tation rate given to every one else. 
Whoever gets a lower rate becomes a 
monopolist, as he is at once given a 
great advantage over all those who are 
discriminated against. 

“I do not know whether or not there 
is a combination on the part of the 
packers to put up he price of meats, 
as I have no means of knowing. I do 
know, however, that, owing to the 
shortness of last year’s corn crop, the 
farmers were not able to feed cheap 
corn to their cattle so as to fatten them 
for market. 

“There are plenty of grass cattle in 
the country. Corn is high and farmers 
have been giving it to their cattle at 
double the ordinary price—namely, 50 
to 60 cents a bushel. They sent South 
for cottonseed oil so as to help top t ide 
over. 

“The farmers have been getting 7 
cents a pound for cattle on the hoor. 
The average steer going to Ohicago 
dresses at fifty pounds to the hundred. 
It is easily estimated that if a calf 
costs 7 cents a pound on the hoof it will 
cost 14 cents when dressed. 

“First-class beef dresses at about 
sixty pounds to the. hundred, and the 
world’s high-water mark along this 
line is between sixty and seventy 


pounds, but the average is about fifty 


pounds. This will give some idea or 
what meat costs the butcher. The cholce 
cuts are always run up in price, and 
this is why we have to pay so much 
for our meats. While beef will be 
cheaper when the grass-fed cattle are 
in marketable shape, this cause will 
not operate to reduce the price of the 
products of the hog, as that animal 
cannot fatten on grass. 

These are some of the prime causes 
for the high prices of meats. There 
are others of equal importance. Wages 
are good. Infact they are higher than 
ever before. This enables every one 
to eat whatever he fancies. This con- 
dition creates a heavy demand for food 
3 and all of them are unusually 
high. 

“Another cause for the increase in 
the price of beef is the drain on the 
corn supply to fatten horses and mules 
for our foreign markets. There has 
been a large demand for mules ana 
horses for use in South Africa. These 
animals must be fattened the same as 
cattle to bring a satisfactory price. 
These are some of the natural causes 
which contribute to bringing about the 
existing conditions, but it is ¢mpossible 
for me to sav whether, in addition to 
this, the packers have arbitrarily ad- 
ded anything to the price, as this Is a

THE SUGAR BEET. 
A Bluff. Called. 


Ex-Gov. John Lind of Minnesota 
would have done well to look before 
he leaped, when he said: “If you will 
show me two beet-sugar farmers who 
Will say that raising sugar beets has 
been 4 profitable industry, I will do- 
nate $100 to any charity.” His bluff 
Was at once called by F. W. Fink, gen- 
eral manager of the Minnesota Sugar 
Company, and the charity that will get 
the $100 will no doubt think it “easy 
money.” 

The testimony produced by Mr. Fink 
Shows conclusively that the farmers 
as well as the factory are making a 
good profit out of beets. The plant of 
the Minnesota Sugar Company, valued 

$900,000, handles 450 tons of beets 


daily, and turned out 6,000,060 pounds of 


refined sugar in the last campaign. 
The sugar was sold at good figures, 
and the surpips was devoted to the im- 
provement o, the plant. There were 


beet land, and they received from $50 
to $80 per acre, leaving them a net 
profit of $30 to $50 per acre. The 
statement of one farmer that 
“this beats wheat is perfectly 
true, and should be heeded by 
those whose wheat land is worn out. 
Beets will grow on this same land and 
produce splendid results. The above- 
named factory furnished its farmers 
with 25,000 tons of beet p at nominal 
prices, This pulp was d for cattle 
food, and produced a higher quality 
of milk, cream and butter than any 
other farm and commercial food did, 
and incidentally saved them a goodly 
sum, formerly spent for extra sup- 
plies of other stock food. 

The wide-awake Minnesota farmer 
will know a good thing when he sees 
it. If he follows the example of his 
beet-growing neighbors, ex-Gov. Lind 
will soon have to look for objects of 
charity outside of Minnesota. We 
would take the liberty to advise the 
Governor to spend his spare money 
in getting a little more information on 
the beet-sugar business.—[Gazette.

Brown Rust of the Beet. 


The first disease of sugar beets re- 
ported this season is the brown rust, 
sometimes known as leaf rust. It is 
the purpose of this note to ask the 
growers to be on the lookout for this 
and other fungous pests, and to report 
them to this office as soon as possib'e 
after they appear. The brown rust 
may be recognized on seedling beets 
by the presence of reddish-brown ele- 
vations on the surfaces of the leaves. 
These elevations are usually more 
abundant on the lower than on the 
upper surfaces of the leaves, and from 
their appearance may readily be mis- 
taken for insect eggs. Each elevation 
contains a large number of spores, 
and from each of these spores a new 
fungus may develop if the conditions 
are favorable. Later in the season a 
second set of spores will be produced, 
and still later a third set will be found. 
The third set of spores remain dor- 
mant over the winter, and are ready to 
produce new fungi just as the seedling 
beets are coming up in the spring. 

The effect of this disease Is either to 
kill the affected plant outright or to 
retard its growth, so that it will be 
greatly dwarfed. The foliage assumes 
a sickly color and the sugar content 
is considerably reduced. The fungus- 
producing brown rust of beets is known 
as Uromyces betae, Pers., and belongs 
to one of the most difficult classes of 
fungi to combat. It is probable that 
it may be controlled by spraying with 
Bordeaux mixture, but until this point 
can be definitely determined it will be 
advisable not to grow — for sev- 
eral years, in flelds where the rust has 
appeared. Brown rust should not be 
confused with leaf spot. The latter is 
produced by an entirely different fun- 
gus, Cercospora beticola, Sacc., and has 
been much more common and more 
widespread in this country than the 
brown rust.—[{C, O. Townsend, United 
States Department Agriculture. 


THE VINEYARD. 
The Vine Hopper. 


This pest is reported to be unusu- 
ally troublesome in the vineyards of 
Fresno county. . There has never been 
found an effectual remedy for the hop- 
per. He works mostly on the underside 
of the leaf, and it is impossible to get 
to him with a spray among the dense 
foliage of the vine. Some remedial 
measures more or less successful are 
to turn sheep in the vineyard after 
the crop is harvested, the animals eat- 
ing the leaves with the hopper or 
starving the latter to death by taking 
away their food. Sheets of sticky fly 
Paper attached to sticks are held over 
or at the side of the vine while the 
insects are driven on to it by a sec- 
ond person. They may be attracted to 
any kind of trap by a light at night, 
and kerosene emulsion forced onto the 
under side of the leaves will kill those 
it reaches. The hoppers do not have 
wings on their first appearance. At 
this time fumigation with bubach 
burnt over coals would destroy many 
of them. Cutting surplus canes so that 
vineyard could be plowed early in 
the fall, and harrowing or cultivating 
clean would undoubtedly do much to- 


ward killing those that are left to 

start the next year’s crop.—[{San José

Bogus Wine. 


“California wine made while you 
wait” is a recently-exploited scheme 
of a San Francisco concern. It would 
flood the State with e cheap stuff 
and have wineries folst It directly back 
upon the dealers as the genuine prod- 
uct of the native vineyards. 

“One gallon of wine extract yields 
you 100 gallons blending wine, alcohol 
free. You have to take a barrel of 
100 gallons’ capacity, put in one gallon 
wine extract and fill the barrel with 
water, shake the barrel well, and in 
a few minutes you will have a clear 
an@ bright wine, which will never turn 
cloudy. 
so in this way the blending wine will 
cost vou only 10 cents a gallon.” Such 
are some of the statements in confi- 
dential letters being sent out to Call- 
fornia winemakers by a concern styl- 
ing itself the “French Wine Extract 
Manufacturing Company,” which has 
offices in the Emma Spreckels build- 
ing, with F. C. Kauders as chief 1ep- 
resentative and manager for the United 
States. 

This concern goes on further to prom. 
ise in its letters: We wish to tnform 
you that we have established our Lusi- 
ness on such a solid basis that spe- 
cial attention will be given to further 
the interests of our customers on al! 
matters. We conduct our business very 
discreetly, so that no person or firm 
in your line can find out that we have 
sold or will sell you some of our wine 
extract.” 

But certain of the local wine mer- 
chants have already discovered the 
contemplated fraud, and they and the 
postal authorities will begin a vigor- 
ous warfare to exterminate the “French 
Wine Extract Manufacturing Com- 
pany.” Its dealings will also be sub- 
ject of searching inquiry for the 
United States revenue officers. The 
mere posting of notices of so fraudu- 
lent a scheme is punishable in the Fed- 
eral courts, and the successful opera- 
tion of the enterprise naturally con- 
templates an evasion of the revenue 
laws. 

Worse than the violation of postal 
and revenue laws is the intended dam- 
age to California’s wine industry. Now 
that the vineyard product of this State 
is attaining a wide reputation and the 
wines ara being bought as the pure 
article, this concern secretly lars its 
plans to undermine the integrity of 
California winemakers and offers them 
some chemical with which to produce 
a spurious substitute for the real wins 
that has begun to be one of Caror- 
nia’s greatest income producers.

We, the representatives of the 
Board of Health of Ohio, Kentucky 
Indiana, together with representative 
of the county and city boards of health 
of Indiana, in conference assembled in 
the city of Indianapolis, April 25, 1902, 
n view of certain documentary evi- 
dence before us do resolve as follows: 

First—We view with surprise and 
alarm the acts of the Governor of Cali- 
fornia and the Mayor of San Francisco, 
in attempting to suppress the facts re- 
lating to the presence of bubonic 
plague in that city. We are surprised 
at such attempts, because we regard 
the facts as fully established and be- 
yond all question. The Board of Health 
of the city of San Francisco, composed 
of honorable gentlemen, distinguished 
for their scientific attainments, and 
holding the entire confidence of their 
associates and the public, published 
the facts in their monthly report to the 
‘city government, submitting therein all 
‘necessary data. The existence of the 
plague in said city was afterward con- 
firmed, by an expert, sent there by the 
United States Marine Hospital Serv- 
ice; also by an expert employed by the 
State Board of Health, and finally by 
a commission of eminent bacteriolo- 
gists of international fame, whose sole 
interest in the matter was to know 
the truth. 

Second. We view gwith alarm this at- 
tempt to suppress the fact of the pres- 
ence of an epidemic disease, the most 
deadly known to medical science, be- 
cause with bubonic plague and cholera 
in a number of ports in direct com- 
munication with that of San Francisco, 
and with the energies of the Governor 
of the State and the Mayor of the city 
directed to the suppression of truth 
rather than the plague, what guarantee 
has the interior that it will long be 
exempt from the pestilence? 

Third. We condemn and deplore the 
acts of the Governor of said State in 
attempting to discredit the competency 
and veracity of the experts above men- 
tioned; for forcing the regignation of 
certain members of the State Board 
of Health because they concurred in 
the expert conclusions; for seeking to 
unduly influence the United States 

ment, and for making

denial of the existence of plague a con- 


dition of appointment to the vacancies 
caused by the above resignations. 

Fourth. We condemn and deplore 
the act of the Mayor of San Francisco 
in codperating with the Governor as 
above set forth, and for removing 
from office the City Board of Health of 
San Francisco for no other reason than 
that in the faithful discharge of the 
duties imposed upon them by law, and 
their endeavor to protect the lives and 
health of the citizens of that metropo- 
lis, they published the presence of the 
plague, and maintained their honor 
against all contrary influences. 

Fifth. We further declare, it is be- 
yond our comprehension how any mem- 
ber of the honorable profession of 
medicine, conscious of the dignity of 
this high calling and zealous for main- 
tenance of that dignity, could accept 
appointment to vacancies thus created 
under the condition expressed or im- 
plied. 

Sixth. We affirm that in every State, 
Territory and municipality of the 
United States where the representatives 
of the people have enacted laws for 
the protection of the lives and health 
of their citizems and have appointed 
boards whose duty it is to execute 
those laws, the citizens of sdid States, 
Territories and municipalities have a 
right to hold said boards to the faith- 
ful performance of their duties, and to 
the prompt and effectual use of every 
means which the law allows and sani- 
tary science approves for the preven- 
tion of the introduction and the spread 
of epidemic diseases. 

Seventh. We further affirm that in 
the employment of such means it is 
absolutely necessary to notify the pub- 
lic of the presence of said epidemic 
disease, point out the locality in which 
it has appeared, indicate its progress, 
ten, in order that the public, having 
knowledge, may cobperate in its ex- 
tinction.

GUNBOAT MANILA. 
CAME NEAR FOUNDERING.

SAN FRANCISCO, June 12.—The 
overdue gunboat Manila, which left 
Manila fifty-seven days ago, arrived 
here tonight in a disabled condition, 
having had a narrow escape from going 
down.

On June 1 the Manila’s high-pressure 
piston broke.

The engine was finally started and 
headway was gotten on the ship. Then 
the steering gear became inuperative, 
and the vessel turned with a heavy 
sea aft. When the gear was repair 
and the ship brought to a position of 
comparative safety, she was 1100 miles 
from this port otuside the track of 
vessels. The course was set for San 
Francisco and the vessel run with low- 
pressure engine. 
Good weather was had until June 10, 
when a stiff gale came up. The ves- 
sel was forced to lie to twenty-four 
hours. All sails that could be repaired 
were set. 
This afternoon the United States 
Weather Bureau observer at Point 
Reyes sighted the Manila, and the Slo- 
cum was sent to her assistance.

ROOPS NOT CRUEL 
TO THE FILIPINOS.

TESTIMONY OF WITNESSES 
SENATE INQUIRY. 
— — 
Edward J. Norton of Los Angeles One 
of the Two Examined—Only Isolated 


Cases of Administration of the Water 
Cure.

WASHINGTON, June 12.—Mark H. 
Evans of Des Moines, Iowa, formerly 
a sergeant of Company F. Thirty-sec- 
ond Volunteer Infantry, today testified 
before the Senate Committee on the 
Philippines concerning the administra- 
tion of the water cure to Filipinos on 
four different occasions during his 
service in the islands. He also related 
the particulars of the burning of sev- 
eral native villages. 

He was questioned by Senators Pat- 
terson, Beveridge and .McComas. An 
these events occurred, the witness said, 
during the year 1900 in the province of 
Batan, Island of Luzon, and in or near 
8 of Orano, where his head- 
quarters were. Three of the cases of 
water cure Occurred outside the town. 
In one case the cure was administered 
by native scouts, and in the other by 
an American soldier. The first case oc- 
curred at a little town were there 
were supposed to be some insurgents. 
The scouts picked out the suspected 
people, and taking one of them to a 
near-by creek, poured a quantity of 


water into his mouth from a canteen. 


The purpose in this, as in other cases, 
was to secure a confession. 

On another occasion during an 
dition to neighboring islands, the wit- 
ness said that he had seen an Amert- 
can soldier take two suspected natives 
into the water and duck them, holding 
them under for perhaps half a minute 
at a time. He secured a confession 
as to the hiding of guns in one case. 
but none in the other. After the first 
ease of ducking the victim seemed, the 
witness said, to have been quite dis- 
abled, being apparently so weak that 
he was unable to rise. 

In another instance of the adminis- 
tration of the water cure in Orano, a 
tooth of the victim was knocked out, 
but so far as he knew no other injury 
was inflicted. 

Evans said he had been present at 
the burning of four or five native vll- 
lages, and that the destruction of these 
places had been due to the presence of 
insurgents. The orders were to destroy 
all the native huts along the coast near 
the mountains for ten miles in Batan 
province, so as to force the natives to 
come in, and this, he said, was done. 

Replying to questions by Senator 
Beveridge, the witness said the orders 
to troops were to treat the natives hu- 
manely, and with the exceptions not 
their treatment had been in acco 
with these instructions. The natives 
had not, on the other hand, shown any 
appreciation of this consideration. 
They refused to divulge information in 
their possession, and in many cases 
they subjected the American troops to 
indignities. In one case, he said, whére 
two soldiers were killed, their ears 
were cut off. 

Edward J. Norton of Los Angeles, 
late private in Co. L. Eighteenth 
United States Infantry, Was the wit- 


ness at the afternoon session. He 
served two years in the Philippine 
army. 


Answering questions by Senator Cy): 
berson, Norton stated that, except in 
isolated cases, the treatment accorded 
the natives by United States soldiers 
was “humane ad all that could be 
expected or desired.” 

In the isolated cases referred to, he 
said, the treatment was not consistent 
with humanity and the laws of war. 
He then related hearsay the story 


of the administration of the water 
the vice-presidente of San 


Miguel, and a native policeman who 


described one occasion where he had 
assisted in “water-curing” a native. 
The man's mouth, he said, was forced 
open with a stick, and the water 
poured down his throat. The effect of 
the treatment was temporary strangu- 
lation. In this particular case he said 
the native, after receiving the cure, 
delivered up a number of rifles and 
istols. It was the practice in march- 
ng through villages, the witness re- 
lated, “when fired upon by natives to 
immediately burn their houses.” 

He said’ the Filipinos regarded the 
kindness of the troops toward them 
as a weakness and became bold in con- 
sequence; also that the general under- 
standing in the army was that the 
general policy of Gen. Hughes was one 
of humanity and kindness. He took 
issue with Senator Culberson on the 
subject of burning villages, and de- 
clared it to be a military necessity. 

The committee then adjourned sub- 
ject to the call of the chairman.

ercise of such presumed authority is 
contrary to the finding of the Bering 
Sea tribunal. and a direct violation of 
the agreement entered into between 
the governments of Great Britain and 
the United States, and an unwarrant- 
able interference with an infringement 
upon the undoubted rights of British 
subjects; be it therefore 

“Resolved, that this House would re-

OAKLAND, June 12.—Two ral road 
corporations are consolidated in the 
articles of incorporation of the San 
Francisco, Oakland and San José Rail- 
way. which were placed on file today 
in the County Clerk's office. The com- 
panies consolidated are the Oakland 
and San José Railway, which was in- 
corporated on November 18 last, and 
the San Francisco and Piedmont Rail- 
way, which filed corporation papers 
on December 12. The directors of each 
of the corporations are the same, be- 
ing the stockholders of the Realty 
Syndicate. 

Each of the first two corporations 
were capitalized for $2,500,000. The con- 
solidated corporation has a capital 
stock of $5,000,000. The stock was di- 
vided into 50,000 shares. : 

The purposes of the consolidated cor- 
poration combine those of each of the 
first corporations, with the exception 
that the route of the San Francisco 
and Piedmont Railway has been 
ghanged and shortened. The plans for 
the Oakland and San José Railway 
have not Been changed. This road is to 
extend to San José, a distance of fifty 
miles, with three branch roads, one of 
fifteen miles to Los Gatos, another of 
fifteen miles to Saratoga, and a third 
to Santa Clara, three miles in length. 

Boats are now being constructed to 
be used to connect the road with Fan 
Francisco. From the Emeryville pier 
head it is proposed to construct an 


derground tunnel to the island of. 


ba Buena. From that point the 
ferryboats will be run. By the terme 
of incorporation either steam or >lec- 
tricity may be used to operate trains.

NEW TRAFFIC AGREEMENT. 
PACIFIC MAIL-PANAMA UNION. 
{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK, June 12.—-[ Exclusive 
Dispatch. l A new traffic agreement be- 
tween the Pacific Mail Steamship Com- 
pany and the Panama Railroad Com- 
pany has been signed, to take the place 
of the old contract that expired by lim- 
itation about two years ago. 


Charles H. Tweed, president of the 


Pacific Mail and chairman of the board 
of directors of the Southern Pacific 
(which owns the Pacific Mail,) said to- 
day that the terms of the new agree- 
ment were very much like those of the 
old agreement. The officers of the Pan- 
ama Railroad’ Company said they were 
eatisfied with the terms, but the exact 
basis of agreement was not made 
known. The Pacific Mail Company, it 
was stated, will have control of all Pa- 
cifie Coast traffic originated by the 
Panama railroad and destined to points 
north of Panama, in Central America, 
Mexico, the United States and British 
Columbia. The agreement takes effect 
immediately, so far as it relates to the 
United States ports. It wijl become et- 
fective ninety days from date with 
respect to foreign traffic. 

The financial concessions made to the 
Panama railroad are known to be more 
liberal than under the old agreement. 
One result of this new contract will be 
the cancellation of the contract made 
last March between the Pacific 
Company and the Pacific’s Steam Nav- 
igation Company and the Chilean Com- 
pany, so far, at least, as it relates to 
traffic north of Panama. The modified 
contract between the companies last 
mentioned for handling traffic south of 
Panama is now under consideration.

ATIONAL GUARD SCANDALS. 

Tt is not only in Southern Califor- 
nia that the militia has of late been 
a subject for criticism and scandal. 
The Sixth California Regiment, as 
well as the Seventh, appears to be in 
need of the joint application of a cal- 
clum light and a scrubbing brush. A 
recent dispatch from Stockton stated 
that mapy unpleasant rumors have at- 
tended the breaking up of the an- 
nual encampment of that regiment. A 
lieutenant, hailing from Fresno, was 
charged with having been under the in- 
fluence of liquor, and of having caused 
his company to lose a cup offered for 
the best drilled company. He is said 
to have consulted an attorney, and to 
contemplate bringing suit for slander 
against the lieutenant-colonel and two 
majors who constituted the commit- 
tee which acted as judge of maneu- 
vers of the companies and award the 
prize to a Bakersfield company. A 
protest against allowing the award to 
stand has also been formulated. The 
charge was made that the lieutenant- 
colonel favored the Bakersfield com- 
pany, in order to secure the votes of 
that command when he comes up for 
election as colonel. This he denies, 


and says that the drill was decided 


on merit. 

It is altogether unnecessary and su- 
perfluous to point out the exceedingly 
unfavorable effect which these scand- 
als and rumors of scandals must have 
upon the morale and efficiency of the 
members of the militia, officers and 
men alike. Our militia boys have 
shown that they are made of the right 
kind of stuff, in many a hard-fought 
battle, during the past few years. 
There is no question about the quality 
of the raw material that goes to make 
up the rank and file of our militia 
regiments, and many of the officers 
are conscientious, hard-working men, 
but it is an open secret—or rather, 
no gecret at all—that there has crept 
into the National Guard cf the United 
States too much politics, and log 
rolling, and wire-pulling, and other 


features that should have ao place | 


among the troops of a great nation. 

A thorough investigation and over- 
hauling of the United States militia 
system, from top to bottom, could do 
no harm, and there is every indication 
that it might accomplish much good. 


RIGHT OUTLOOK FOR OIL. 

An intimation of vast importance 
to the oil industry of California was 
contained in a special dispatch to The 
Times from Washington, published a 
short time ago. Our Washington cor- 
respondent said it is possible that 
the United States navy may soon be- 
come the greatest consumer of oil in 
the country, and that steps are about 
to be taken by the navy to demon- 
strate whether or not California and 
Texas oil can be made into good fuel 
for marine purposes. The House Re- 
publicans put into the Naval Appro- 
priation Bill an item of $20,000 for 
experimental work to ascertain 
whether oil can be adapted to naval 
work. The Senate committee struck 
the appropriation out, without hear- 
ing the merits of the case, but it re- 
considered its former action, and the 
item will stand in the bill. 

It goes without saying that, should 
the United States government adopt 
oll for its war vessels, this would in- 
duce many owners of merchant ships 
to thoroughly investigate the subject, 
and probably to follow the lead of 
Uncle Sam.

RRIGATION AND THE ORIENT. 


A copy has been received of re- 
marks by William M. Bunker, special 


Chamber of Commerce, before the 
Committee on Irrigation of the House 
of Representatives. This striking pres- 
entation of a great issue will shortly 
appear as a public document.

meree of San Francisco, Mr. Bunker 
studied the trade conditions of the 
Orient, inspected the farming lands of 
Eastern Siberia, followed the Trans- 
Siberian Railway route from Vladivos- 
tok to St. Petersburg, and learned 
the probable influence of that 6600 
miles of railway on Pacific Coast trade 
and products. 

It has been assumed, by many poll- 
tical economists and writers, that the 
railway would develop vast areas of 
wheat land in Eastern Siberia, and 
that wheat from that section would in- 
jure, if not entirely ruin, the oriental 
market for our cereals. Mr. Bunker 
shows that this fear is groundless. 
He finds that Siberia cannot compete 
with the United States as a food 


absorb the surplus farm products of 
the Far West, that the reclamation of 
the arid region will increase the Pu- 
cific Coast demand for Hastern. goods, 
and that the saving in the cost of 
fuel by Pacific Ocean carriers, through 
the use of fuel oil yielded by the Pa- 
cific Coast, will inevitably reduce the 
cost of ocean transportation. 

Mr. Bunker shows the close intimacy 
between the oriental trade and na- 
tional irrigation. The address should 
be carefully read by the small and 
constantly decreasing number of 
Eastern people who fear that the na- 
tional irrigation of the arid lands may 
injure the interests of American farm- 
era.

THE PLAYHOUSES 


LOS ANGELES THBATER. Those 
who attended the Los Angeles Theater 
last evening—and they comprised a 
large, generous and appreciative audi- 
ence—witnessed a glorious presentation 
of Sheridan Knowles’s brilliant and 
moving tragedy, Virginſus. Frederick 
Warde and his support handle this play 
so well that the demands of reasonable 
criticism are satisfied. The protean art 
of Mr. Warde is aptly exemplified in 
his treatment of the role of Virginius, 
the Roman father who slays his 
child to save her from dishonor. The 
tragic drama presents not many se- 
verer tests of the actor’s quality than 
those which this role prescribes. Mr. 
Warde meets these varied tests suc- 
cessfully. His Virginius is not so rug- 
xed as that of Louis James or Robert 
Downing, or the lamented John Me- 
Cullough. It makes up in subtlety, in 
some degree, what it lacks in rugged- 
ness. 

The surpassing and all-embracing 
tenderness of Virginius for his daugh- 
ter is beautifully portrayed by the ju- 
dicious touches of an art rich in re- 
sources. Mr. Warde wisely makes 
much of the lighter situations and inci- 
dents of the first and second acts. The 
betrothal of Virginia and Icilius is de- 
lightfully featured. This js well, for it 
furnishes a striking and contrasting 
background for the heart-breaking 
—— 2 and horror of the succeeding 
ac 


In the forum scene, wher Virginius 
slays his child for pure love of her, 
Mr. Warde gives us, perhaps, some- 
thing too much of tears and weakness. 
This, though, is a debatable point, upon 
which personal opinions are bound to 
differ. Just a momentary yielding to the 
torrent of overwhelming emotion, to 
be followed instantly by the dominance 
of an inflexible though terrible purpose 
—this would seem (to the writer) to de 
consistent with the most effective in- 
terpretation of this potent climax. Mr. 
Warde's simulation of the wreck and 
despair of madness, in the last act, is 
intensely realistic. His rendering of 
the line. 

“I have a voice so fine that nothing 

lives twixt it and silence,” 

is exquisite in its tender and pitiful 
modulations. The closing scene, where 
the lustful Appius is strangled in the 
prison, is not made quite so ghastly 
as some notable actors have made it: 
but it is sufficiently so, perhaps, to 
meet all artistic reqpiréments. 

No interpretation of the part of Vir- 
Sinla could be more deliciously satis- 
fying than that of Antoinette Ashton. 
It is a picture of maidenly “sweet- 
ness and light,” which must perforce 
linger long and lovingly in the mem- 
ory of the appreciative observer. To 
take from it or add to it would be. 
seemingly, to mar it, so exquisite, so 
symmetrical, so artistically perfect is 
the simulation. In roles of this chare- 
acter Miss Ashton has few superiors 
on the contemporary stage. 

Space and time prohibit an extended 
analysis of the work of all the prin- 
cipals. Barry Johnstone’s Iciliue le a 
fine portrayal. It would be well if Icitius 
had a little more action in the written 
play. At the points where opportunity ts 
afforded Mr. Johnstone blazes into 

» Without once overstepping the 
bounds of prudence, showing a vivid 
and powerful conception of the char- 
acter, with ample self-restraint, which 
conveys the desirable Impression of re- 
serve strength. Mr. Herman portrays 
the detestable character of Appius 
Claudius with pitiless fidelity to the 
type represented. and with excellent 
appreciation of its requirements. An- 
other notable portrayal is that of 
Francis D. McGinn as bluff old Den- 
tatus. Mr. McGinn inverts this char- 
acter with all the vigor, heartiness and 
frankness which the dramatist gave it, 
the result being a well-rounded por- 
trayal. Most of the minor roles are 
acceptably sustained.

The Social Evil. 

LOS ANGELES, June 10,.—[To the 
Editor of The Times:] In your issue of 
June 10 is an article on the suppression 
of vice which contains the views of our 
Chief of Police, who says, “I believe 
the social evil should be legalised, as 
is the case in Japan; that proper safe- 
guards sheuld be taken for the pro- 
tection of health of inmates and pa- 
trons; that frequent inspections should 
be made for this purpose, and that li- 
censes should be issued to scarlet 
women.“ 

The history of the countries older 
than ours who have followed this 
course has not been such as to recom. 
mend it to others. England at one time 
had the. notorious contagious disease 
act which fell so far short of the pur- 
pose for which it was intended that 
it was repealed. The well-known pu- 
rity worker, Mrs. Josephine Butler, 
wife of Canon Butler, who did such 
heroic work at the time and has also 
worked in France and Italy against 
the legalization of vice, as well as 
hosts of physicians, testifies that so 
far from lessening the diseases incident 
to vice it increased them, as men con- 
sidered themselves safeguarded and 
threw aside restraint. Diseases of this 
sort were spreading and the fact that 
the law was repealed shows the people 
were not satisfied with it. Some years 
later it was learned that the law was 
virtually still in operation in India, 
and Mrs. Elizabeth Wheeler Andrew 
and Dr. Kate Bushnel of the woman's 
Christian Union went to that country 
and secured evidence that resulted in 
its being done away with in that dis- 
tant part of the empire. 

It has been found wherever this per- 
nicious system has prevailed that 
“safeguards” were no safeguards what. 
ever. The history of the movement is 
all on one side, that of failure to ac- 
complish its end. 

The inspections lead to blackmail, 
and haleing the innocent before the 
officers, a lifelong disgrace. I read re. 
cently of a young girl who was called 
up before the police and examined as 
to her virtue. She stood silently by 
till her certificate was handed her de 
claring her to be a pure girl, when 
she suddenly threw herself from the 
third-story window to the street be- 
low and was instantly killed. Are we 
ready for this sort of human sacrifice? 

Licenses issued to the scarlet woman 
would simply show municipal super- 
vision and encourage young men to 
consider such lives in a degree made 
respectable. And of what aval) would 
examinations and certificates to scarlet 
women be, granting they were useful, 
if there were none given to searie: 
men? There is, as Chief Elton says. 
“no use in being prudish in discussing 
the question.”

We Could Let the Philippines Go, But 
We Won't Just Now. 


TERMINAL ISLAND (Cal.) June 10, 
1902.—[To the Editor of The Times:! 
In your editorial of yesterday, Could 
We Let the Philippines Go?” you say: 

“Senator Morgan of Alabama, in his 
great speech on the Philippine Gov- 
ernment Bill, in the Senate on May 
29, raised an important question as to 
the power of Congress to grant to the 
Philippines a separate, independent 
government. Mr. Morgan denied that 
Congress has any such power, and the 
argument which he advanced in sup- 
port of his position seems well-nigh 
unanswerable. The question raised by 
Mr. Morgan seems not to have oc- 
curred to any other member of either 
the Senate or the House, and so far 
as we have observed, no attempt lms 
a made in either house to answer 

After quoting at some length from 
Senator Morgan's h, you reason 
about it and indorse it in this lan- 


guage: 

“As regards our title to the Philip- 
pines, and the manner in which it was 
acquired, no valid question can 
raised. No organized government, save 
that of Spain, had ever existed in the 
islands. We acquired title to the ter- 
ritory by a treaty regularly ratified 
both by our government and by that 
of Spain. The territory of the Philip- 
pines, through that treaty, became as 
truly a part of our national domain 
as is that of any State ar Territory. 
These premises are indisputable. It 
follows, logically and inevitably, es 
Senator Morgan so well points out, 
that no authority exists in the legisia- 
tive branch of the government for 


has, through regular and valid proc- 
esses, become part and parcel of our 
national domain. 

“Clearly, the only manner in which 
this territory could be alienated would 
be through an amendment to the Con- 
stitution, delegating to Congress the 
power, under certain specific condi- 
tions, to grant right of alienation to 
certain territory.” 

Your general, ell-known attitude 
toward the administration’s Philip- 
pine policy doubtless finds ready and 
sympathetic indorsement. It is loyal 
and patriotic. The American people 
will not betray their sacred trust; they 
will do their duty toward “the Tittle 
brown man,” and they will stand by 
the American soldier. But the ques- 
tion presented by your editorial is not 
one of moral right. nor of governmen- 
tal expediency, but of constituttonal 
power—not “What should we do?” but 
“What could we do?” It is a purely 
constitutional question, and its an- 
swer should given only after care- 
fully considering the provisions of our 
Federal Constitution in the light of the 
construction placed upon it by the Su- 
preme Court of the United States. 

I rather expected to see in your to- 
day’s issue an article by some Los An- 
geles lawyer challenging the position 
taken by Senator Morgan and your- 
self: since, however, none has appeared, 
I bee modestly to question the sound- 
ness of the proposition laid down by 
the distinguished Alabama Senator, 
and hope that you, or some of your 
lawver-readers will give it careful and 
exhaustive consideration. That “no at- 
tempt has been made in either house 
to answer it“ is not very convincing 
argument. 

But. coming to the point, it seems 
to me that Senator Morgan and your- 
self fail to distinguish between a State 
and a Territory. and altogether lose 
sight of the third section of Article IV 
of the Constitution, which reads: “The 


Congress shall have power to dispose 


of and make all needful rules and reg- 
uiations respecting the Territory or 
other property of the United States.“ 
In the recent Insular case of De Tuma 
vs. Bidwell, the Supreme Court of the 
United States, speaking through Mr. 
Justice Brown, said: “But whetever 
he the source of this power, its unin- 
terrupted exercise by Congress for 4 
century, and the repeated declarations 
of this court, have settled the law that 
the right to acquire territory invoives 
the right to govern and dispose of it.” 

It would seem to follow from this 
reasoning that f Congress mav 4dis- 
nose of territorv acquired by the United 
States that the right to govern it 
would go with such disposition. 

It is respectfully suggested that Sen- 
ator Morgan's illustration of the case 
of Alabama's secession is not apropos 
the Philippine situation, for the Pbil- 
Ippines have not vet become a part 
of the United States—not a part of 
the Union of States, although belong- 
ing. in the sense of ownership. to it.

Local Option Elections 
Already Called. 


Lobbyists for Water-storage 
Enabling Act Divided in 
Sentiment. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

PHOENIX (Ariz.) June 11.—It would 
appear that he prohibition idea is gain- 
ing a considerable foothold in Arizona. 
Under the provisions of an act passed 
by the last Legislature, several of the 
smaller towns of the Territory have 
voted to prohibit the sale of, liquor 
within the limits, and now the question 
of local option is to be considered by 
a large part of the population of Mari- 
copa county, resident in the section 
north of the Salt River, excluding 
Phoenix. The 24th inst. the election 
will be held in seventeen school dis- 
tricts, including the important precincts 
of Glendale, Peoria, Alhambra, Cart- 
right, Orme, Buckeye, Riverside, Lib- 
erty, Arlington, Fowler, Murphy, Os- 
born, Creighton, Madison, Wliison and 
Scottsdale. If the movement carries, 
‘elections are to be called for all other 
rural sections of the Salt River Val- 
ley. Phoenix appears to be onsidered 


hopeless. 
WATER AFFAIRS. | 

A very serious division of «-ntimenta 
has sprung up at Washington among 
the Arizona men who are there lobby- 
ing for a water-storage enabling act. 
Frank P. Trott, County Water Com- 
missioner, telegraphs that the enabling 
act will not be considered unless 
Dwight B. Heard and E. W. Wilbur 
withdrew from their position that the 
Tempe, San Francisco, Monmonier, 
Utah and Utah Extension, covering 
about 20 per cent. of the land under 
canals ir. Salt River Valley, shall de- 
cide by contract whether or not citizens 
shall vote on the storage proposition.” 
The plan originally adopted was that 
two-thirds of the canals must sign be- 
fore the bonding proposition could be 
submitted to vote. At a meeting of cit- 
izens held lately at the Hotel Adams, 
the countys’ representatives in Wash- 
ington were instructed by wire to make 
a number of changes in the pending 
bill, one of these changes being to 
strike out this provision. The main 
change was to be that permitting the 
county to bind itself in the sum of $1,- 
000,000 as a guarantee to a constructing 
corporation. Heard is the main owner 
of the San Francisco canal, a ditch of 
old appropriation. The right owners of 
the older canals naturally come in for 
the greater part of low water river 
flow, and are not as keen after stor- 
age as are the later appropriators, and 
through this condition much of the 
dissension is arisi 

The petition for the revival of the 
Kibbey decision, pushed by farmers 
under the older north-side canals, as 
against the interests of the Arizona Ca- 
nal Company, has been dismissed with- 
out prejudice in the district court. It 
is a curious fact that a majority of 
the stock of the older north-side cor- 
poration is owned by interests identi- 
cal with those of the Arizona canal, 
which now equally shares in the flow 
diverted to the north side. The petition- 
ers are minority stock holders, who 
claim that the water taken by the 
Arizona canal in sldck periods is taken 
unlawfully. The south-side canals are 
governed wholly by the terms of the 
Kibbey decision, which, however, has 
been called by Judge Kibbey not a de- 
cision, but a recommendation. Judge 
Kent, in dismissing the motion, stated 
that he did so by reason of the com- 
plexity of interests that had accrued 
since the Kibbey was an- 
nounced, and suggested that the peti- 
tioners inaugurate some process where- 
in the whole subject could be reopened 
and all rights of priority adjusted. 
It is possible the petitioners will reach 
the matter by pressing for the en- 
forcement of an injunction that pro- 
hibits the distribution in any manner 
than that specified by the Kibbey de- 
cree, 

Still another watery complication 10 
promised by notices published in the 
daily press, calling for an election on 
the Grand, Maricopa and Salt River 
Valley canals of two overseers each, 
according to the terms of an act 
passed by the last Legislature. The 
election, which is called for June 17, 
is in the interest of the minority 
stockholders.

Swarm Breeding for Raid in Roseville 
District, Placer County—Pest Army 
Making Steady Advance. 

Warren T. Clarke, writing from 
Newcastle, Placer county, to Dr. E. W. 
Hilgard, director of the Agricultural 
Experiment Station at Berkeley, makes 
interesting statement regarding the 
Ahreatened grasshopper raid in the 
Roseville district. He says: 

“I have thoroughly inspected the re 
gion, having spent four days on the 
ground. I found that grave apprehen- 
sion should be felt in this matter and 
that unless something is done by the 
interested parties, much damage may 


game of Canada. It will be introduced 


next autumn and Occidental will have 


be looked for. The breeding grounds of 
the swarm cover 3009 acres, more or 
less, of untillable, rocky land which is 


tered one vineyard and are doing dam- 
age in it. I am informed that the sec- 
tion threatened has a crop value this 
year of $150,000. The pest threatened 
Is the true migratory hopper. Believ- 
ing that energetic measures were neces- 
sary to combat the evil. I called for a 
public meeting of the interested grow- 
ers. This was well attended and after 
considerable discussion it was decided 
to try to get the permission of the 
owners of the pasture land to burn over 
the ng grounds. Failing this, 
then a strip 100 feet wide was to be 
bought up, covering the face of the 
army, this strip burned over, and then 
a dozen or so ‘Hopper-dozers’ put to 
work on it. This latter was the plan 
1 proposed and advocated. I came back 
to Newcastle on the midnight train 
after committees had been appointed 
to carry this matter along. On my re- 
turn to Roseville the following morn- 
ing. I found that Mr. King had re- 
turned on the train that I left on and 
had considered that it was the duty 
of the County Board of Horticulture 
to suppress the hoppers in the breeding 
ground. His plan was to have this 
order the suppression of the 
hoppers and if the pasture owners fall- 
ed to do so in three hours. then the 
board should proceed to burn the grass. 
This plan seemed to meet the approval 
of all concerned, at first. and was 
hailed as a ready and cheap solution of 
the problem. However, the board. 
fter consulting lawyers and after 
much study of the situation during 
Wednesday and Thursday, finally de- 
cided that the proposed work was 80 
entirely without 1 their 
own personal liability, in case of dam- 
age so great, they would at the pres- 


ent, do nothing. In the meantime the 

t will probably narrow down to 
each individual doing what he can with 
poisoned baits, etc.”’

know that a thorough test is to be 


made of the new South African para- 
site of the black scale, said to keep 
this king of pests in complete subju- 
gation about Cape Town. W. E. 
Hughes is receivng a consignment of 
this insect from Alexander Craw, the 
State entomologist, and will set aside 
a large block of olive trees in his or- 
chard this side of Howard Surimit. or 
the whole orchard, if necessary. Mr. 
Hughes agrees to liberate the bugs 
and keep out the sprayer and fumiga- 
ter until the best is made. Mr. Craw 
has not only sent down a large col- 
ony of these scale eaters, but prom- 
ises to follow with a new lot as often 
as necessary. It will soon be time 
for the State quarantine officer’s an- 
nual visit to Southern California, and 
the horticulturists are preparing to 


tive him a warm welcome. It is hoped 


the Hughes experiment will demon- 
strate that there is a parasite adapted 
to our climate, and of sufficient fecund- 
ity to populate the orchards and ex- 
terminate the black pests. 


Fight to the Finish. 

The San Francisco and Sacramento 
press is full of the fight between the 
commission men of the greater city 
and the fruit growers of the Sacra- 
mento aViley. The latter have been 
dissatisfied for some seasons at the 
treatment they allege to be unfair. 
To make matters worse, the commis- 
sion men raised the rates on the grow- 
ers this season. The growers then or- 
ganized, rented a large salesroom in 
Francisco, applied for member- 
ship in the city. organisation to which 
the commission men belong, promising 
to abide by all the local rules for sell- 
ing fruit, and expected to open up 
business without friction or delay. 
Not so, however, for the growers were 


denied membership and are now be- 


ing coycotted, refused wharf privi- 
leges and tabooed generally by the 
commission dealers. It will now be in 
order for the latter to employ sand- 
wich men to parade in front of the 
fruit growers’ store, declaring the 
farmers unfair and advising honest 
people to have nothing to do with the 
new business. Sanborn, Vail & Co. 
have had to endure one of these sand- 
wiches parading the length of their 
frontage for eighteen months. He has 
a trail worn in the curbing, and hasn't 
broken up the trade of the firm in all 
these Weary days of tramping.

The Lungs of the Tree. 

The leaves of the trees; how very 
few of the deciduous-fruit growers un- 
derstand or appreciate the true value 
and vital functions of the foliage of 
their fruit trees, or if they do, how 
superbly indifferent they are to the 
ravages of the different fungous pests 
that destroy them. The quality of this 
year’s crop of fruit and the quantity 
and quality of fruit and leaf buds for 
next year depend upon the ability of 
the leaves to elaborate the crude mate- 
rial sent up by the root system, and 
furthermore without leaf action there 


can be no root action; the leaves are 


to the tree what the lungs and the 
blood are to us, and if we desire the 
greatest and most complete develop- 
ment of root, branch and fruit we 
must religiously preserve the foliage. 
The damage done to the foliage of the 
deciduous fruit trees in this county is 
with probably one exception (the pear 
lug.) due to the workings of the va- 
rious parasitic fungi, different in 
name and method of growth, but al! 
alike in the primal germ (the spore,) 
and all combatted by the same method 
and destroyed by the same remedy— 
phoperly made Bordeaux mixture. 
Bordeaux mixture ready for use wil 
cost in small quantities one cent a gal- 
lon, and the deciduous-fruot grower 
perhaps could not plan out a more 
profitable course of study for the com- 
ing summer than a series of experi- 
ments covering the preparing, apply- 
ing and keeping a record of the results 
of this standard fungicide. 


Greeley Couldn't Read It. 
It is not often one can pick up afield 


g new joke on a great man. I was fer- 


tunate in that respect last Wednes- 
day. In the early days, L. J. Stengel. 
now a floristron the Bast Side, was in 
the service of Peter Henderson at New 
York. Horace Greeley had written a 
letter to Henderson, asking for a man 
to look at some plants owned by the 
editor of the Tribune. Stengel was de- 
talled to attend to it. and, armed with 
the letter, Stengel went to the office 
of Greeley, bearing, also, a brief note 
from Henderson, which read: “This 
young man will go with vou.“ On pre- 
senting the note to Greeley, he re- 
marked: “Go where with me?

him to go. The reply reminded him 
of the request, and in due time the 
plants were looked after, to the satis- 
faction of the great man, though the 
matter would have been attended to 
more mptly had he been able to 
read his own writing. ‘ 


Knowledge is Necessary. 

The production of first-class fruit is 
a fine art. A successful orchardist 
must not only know the conditions af- 
fecting plant growth, but be able to 
recognize the enemies of his crops and 
protect the plants from them. Weeds, 
i and fungus diseases are his 
worst enemies, and some knowledge of 
their nature and habits is necessary to 
combat them successfully. It is evi- 
dent that the more thorough his know!- 
edge, the more effective will be the 
means employed to destroy them. 
Again, with a fuller appreciation of 
the fundamental principles underlying 
plant growth, he has learned, partly by 
intuition, to keep his trees in health, 
and when he has reached this stage 
he standa,far fn advance of his neigh- 
bor who waits until his trees are dis- 
eased and then begins to look about 
for a spraying apparatus. 

There is no longer any excuse for 
ignorance on these points, for all the 
leading insects and fungi have re- 
ceived more or less exact treatment 
in the publications of the experiment 
stations, and the published accounts 
are to*be had for the asking. The 
foregoing statement was amply veri- 
fied in regard to the apple, at the 
various meetings of the Apple Growers’ 
Association held during the past win- 
ter; illustrations, accompanied with 
descriptions of and remedies for al- 
most every known disease, fungus en- 


emy and insect pest of the apple, taken: 


from the bulletins of the different sta- 
tions) were exhibited at the meetings, 
and 80 graphic were some of them that 
apple growers present immediately rec- 
ognized some of the less common forms 
that had been working unmolested in 
their orchards for years. Every fruit 
grower should immediately take steps 
to possess himself of this valuable 
knowledge.

Grasshoppers Galore. 

A letter just received from Prof. C. 
W. Woodworth states that he had been 
temporarily recalled from his investi- 
gation of the red spider and detailed 
to investigate the locust plague at 
Fresno. Many acres of vines had been 
denuded of fruit and verdure and the 
visitation is assuming serious propor- 
tions, so the letter sfates. The pro- 
fessor says he will be detained sev- 
eral days in that field, studying the 
origin and characteristics of the at- 
tack, 


Word has been received from portions 
of San Diego county that this pest is 
very destructive, especially upon the 
verdure of the damp lands of War- 
ner’s Ranch. Some weeks ago an item 
was published in this department, in 
which. the prediction was made by a 
representative of the lessee of the 
ranch, that the “hoppers” weuld be 
numerous. Ordinarily this insect ap- 
pears there in such small numbers as 
to do little harm, or subject to con- 
trol by burning straw over the hatch- 
ing grounds of the “hoppers,” but this 
season such remedies are ineffective, 
though supplemented by employing the 
Indian women to gather the insects 
into sacks in the cool part of the day 
and burning them en masse.

A New Invasion. i 


I learn from Frank Scoville of Cor- 
ona that the black scale is becoming 
a serious menace to the groves at 
Corona. and from another source that 
the horticultural commissioners of Hiv- 
erside county are alarmed at the in- 
vasion and are preparing to meet it 
all along the line. It has been held 
that from the dryness of the air and 
the warm weather this scale could 
never get a serious hold upon the or- 
chards of that county, and that no 
doubt will be the case if the present 
infection is stamped out and the sea- 
sons resume their normal tendencies. 
Reports from all over Los Angeles 
county show that this season has been 
remarkably favorable for the multipli- 
cation of this, the most serious pest 
the orchardist has to meet. The ef- 
fects of these conditions are felt in 
Riverside county as well, and no doubt 
arise from the continued cool weather. 
with the unusual moisture in the air 
that has prevailed for so many months. 


In this connection it may be of in- 
terest to citrus-fruit growers to note 
that all the horticultural inspectors 
of Los Angeles county have been or- 
dered to canvass each his district, ex- 
amine the present condition or ad- 
vancement of the black scale, formulate 
their opinions upon the earliest tim: 
the pest may be attacked with success 
this summer and transmit the infor- 
mation to the commissioners’ office 
from which a synopsis of the matter 
will be made for the benefit of the 
growers. This report should be ready 
early next week and will be given to 
the press if desired. 

—— — 
Trail of the Sprayer. 

Three or four of the fruit growers 
at Altadena are very much discon- 
certed over the damage sustained by 
their orchards from the use of distil- 
late. The application was made last 
April, a new process for mixing the oil 
and water being used. In the orchard 
of Mr. Viereck the havoc is great. Be- 
fore the application this orchard was 
one of the most prolific and best care? 
for in the Altadena district. Now many 
of the trees are ruined and some of 
them practically dead. Great Iimbs 
have been killed back to the trunk 
and dozens will never be pretty to 
look upon again. This season's crop 
is ruined on half the orchagd and the 
trees cannot rally in time to produce 
a crop in 1903. 

It seems useless to warn the users 
of distillate not to experiment with 
every new fad brought out, such as 
that of mechanically mixing the distil- 
late and water after they are put into 
the épraying tank. Iu the case of Mr. 
Viereck's orchard some of the trees re- 
ceived a full blast of undiluted oil, be- 
cause, perchance, the agitator didn't 
work just right. Other trees did not 
get any oil, or at least, not enough to

destroy the infection. Why not let 
those who can spare the time and 
money to experiment with new ingecti- 
cides and appliances prove the effi- 
cacy of remedies before sacrificing’ an 
orchard or a crop at best, by “pro- 
jecting”’ with dopes of different kinds 
and their manner of commixture? Th. 
loss from experimentation has been 
frightful during the last year, and in 
no case has a general use of distillate 
been justiflable, except at Rivera, 
Where :the trees are so large and sv 
interlocked that no other remedy is 
possible. At Rivera, even, the cyan- 
ide treatment will be used largely the 
coming campaign. 
Hoppers at Warner’s. 


The following interesting item, taken 
from the San Diego ‘Tribune, describes 
the methods of fighting locusts at 
Warner's ranch. Our Prof. Woodworth, 
who has been called north to engage 
in a similar warfare at Fresno and 
other places, has no Indians with which 
to stay the invasion. This is the In- 
dian method: | 

“For two weeks grasshoppers have 
been hatching very fast. They infest 
this valley every spring. Mr. Taylor, 
the superintendent of the ranch, has 
for ten days had an army of squaws 
fighting the as yet wingless pests. 
With sacks or brush they drive them 
into ditches, already prepared, where 
they sack them and carry them to an- 
other ditch filled with burning straw, 
where they are cremated. 

“The grasshoppers start in on one 
side of the ranch and the destroyers 
start at the same place and keep pace 
with them. In that way Mr. Taylor 
saves most of the grass.“

Late Census Bulletin. 


The Times has just received the cen- 
sus bulletin relating to agriculture in 
California. A farm,“ as defined by 
the Twelfth Census, includes all the 
land, under one management, used for 
raising crops and pasturing live stock, 
with the wood lots, swamps, meadows, 
etc., connected therewith. It includes 
also the house in which the farmer re- 
sides, and all other buildings used by 
him in connection with his farming 
operations. From these records the 
following interesting statistics are 
taken: 


‘umber of farms in california 72,542 
Value of farms, including !mprove- 

Value of buildings 468. 
Value of land and other improve 

444,909 
Farm Implements and machinery. . 11.679 


By adding the last two items to the 
value of ‘farms’ it gives the total 
value of the farm property, $796,527,955. 

The products derived from domestic 
animals, poultry and bees, including 
animals sold and animals slaughtered 
on farms. are referred to in this bulle- 
tin as “animal producta” The total 
value of all such products, together 
‘with the value of all crops, is termed 
“total value of farm products.” This 
value for 1899 was $131,600,606, of which 
amount $36,324,894, or 27.6 per cent., 
represents the value of animal prod- 
ucts, and $96,365,712, or 72.4 per cent., 
the value of crops, including forest 
products cut or produced on farms. The 
total value of farm products for 1899 
exceeds that reported for 1889 by $44,. 
657,316, or 51.3 per cent. 

The value of “net farm ta. or 
the “gross farm income,“ obtained 
by deducting from the value of 
farm products the value of the products 
fed to live stock on the farms of the 
producers. In 1899 the reported value 
of products fed was $13,488,570, leaving 
$118,202,036 as the gross farm income. 
The tage which this latter 
amount is of the “total value of farm 
property” its referred to in the text as 
the nage of grogs income upon 
investment.” For California in 1899 it 
was 14.8 per cent. 


THE POULTRY YARD. 
Poultry That Paid. 


The Hanford Sentinel teils of an egg 
ranch, the property of W. C. McFar- 
lane, that is an object lesson. Mr. Mc- 
Furlane started tn the poultry business 
ten years ago with no capita] but good 
sense and industry and a disposition 
to stay with the business. He now 
has a brooder 22x64 feet with 1000 
bright Leghorn chicks. It has sixteen 
runs and the temperature is maintained 
at from 90 degrees for the little fellows 
down to 80 degrees for the older ones. 
His loss of chicks amounts to no more 
than 5 per cent. “When the chickens 
are ready to leave the brooder,” says 
the Sentinel, “they are turned out into 
the pens, of which there are fourteen, 
eight containing a little more than 
a third of an acre each, and six smaller 
yards. 
to alfalfa and the other half is laid 
out in the peach orchard. Water is 
piped to every yard and furnished to 
the chickens by means of automatic 
waterers, so that the chickens have 
pure and fresh water all the time. 
There are no puddles or mud holes 
about.” 

Mr. McFarlane has refused $5000 for 
his egg farm with stock and appurten- 
ances. He now has 2200 chickens, big 
and little on hand, of which 700 are 
laying hens. 
Pheasants. 

By the efforts of some who call them- 
selves or like to hear other people call 
them sportsmen the pheasant has 
been introduced in this country. It is 
claimed as a native of England, but 
there is no authority for believing that 
they were found in England before 
that country was invaded by the Ro- 
mans, and much reason to think they 
were much earlier known, domesticated 
and bred in Asia before that date. 
Possibly there the pheasant family in- 
cluded the pea-fowl, the turkey and 
the guinea fowl, though many would 
claim the turkey as a native of North 
America, without remembering that 
this country and Siberia, in Asia, were 
at one time probably so near together 
that the flight of a wild bird might 
have carried it that distance. 

But dt is in England that the pheas- 
ants known as such, have been best de- 
veloped, and there are claimed to be 
now not less than eighteen varieties of 
the Engiish pheasant, beside some 
that are evidently but crosses between 
two varieties. There have been some 
imported into this country, and certain 
varieties seem not to he much more 
difficult to rear than the guinea fowl 
in confinement, or to thrive as well as 
the partridge in the liberty of the 
woods, in which case they will make 
an addition to our game birds. In cer- 
tain sections they have been reared in 
domestic yards, and then set free to 
wild, for that purpose, but this 
has only proved a partial success thus 
far. although it has been claimed that 
in the Middlesex Fells, near “oston, 
where shooting is not allowed, they are 
increasing in nuinber from those 
turned loose a few years azo, 

Yet, as certain varieties are said to 
be so hardy as to endure the coldest 
of weather and snowstorms, we should 
think they might well be introduced in- 
to some of our game-growing sections, 
as the Adirondacks, around the Range- 
ley lakes and in the mountainous 
sections eleewhere, if they were pro- 
tected a few years. They are said to 
produce thirty to forty ess in a sen. 
son for.each pair, thus often rearing 
two litters a year, and one male might 
be sufficient for four or five females. 
or perhaps more, if they are kept 
apart, but the jealousy of the females 
often leads to serious battles between 
them if they are in the same yard, 


Half of these yards are sown. 


THE FARM. 


The crying ‘cemand over the whole 
State is for farm labor. Hayling is 
under full headway, harvesting has 
commenced, fruit packing has started 
and soon work in all departments of 
agriculture will be under full swing, 
and already there is complaint of dearth 
of labor. The canners are figuring upon 
putting up an unusually heavy pack 
this season. The beet factories are pre- 
pering for a largely increased output; 
the fruit crop is very, large, and the 
dryers will be kept busy. Soon hop 
picking will commence, and all this 
work will come at one time, and al- 
ready help is scarce. We are making 
stfenuous efforts to induce the wealthy 
classes to come to California, buy our 
land and develop our resources, but 
on all hands we are met with the as- 
sertion that we don’t want any more 
laborers, or poor people here, but it 
seems to us that it would be a good 
plan to let down the barriers for a 
while and let some workers into the 
State to save what capital has pro- 
duced. 


Alfalfa Grass. 


The eastern farmer who raises one 
good crop of hay a year is satisfied. His 
contentment, however, will doubtless 
be considerably \ disturbed when he 
learns that in Southern California and 
in many other Western States it is pos- 
sible to raise from three to five crops 
a year of the best kind of hay ever fed 
to horses and caitle. It is the alfalfa 
grass, or, as it is sometimes called, 
lucerne, a clover-like plant belonging 
to the bean family. It is tall and slen- 
der, with large violet or purple flow- 
ers in an oblong raceme, or twisted 
pods. For many years alfalfa has been 
known to be an excellent crop as hay 
for cattle and pasturage for horses 
and hogs, but it Bas only been within 
the last two yea that the western 
farmer has gone extensively into the 
raising of this kind of grass. 

Alfalfa has been known in America 
for fifty years, but for a long time its 
introduction into new localities made 
slow progress, as the farmers looked 
on it with suspicion and questioned its 
adaptability for fodder. It was not 
many years ago that it was declared 
that the soll and climate of only a few 
States were favorable to the growth 
of alfalfa, but recent experiments of 
farmers in Eastern Kansas and other 
States where it had not been grown be- 
fore were successful enough to encour- 
age the belief that the time will come 
when this very valuable farm product 
will be raised on even the farms in 
the New England and Hudson River 
Valleys. 

It is estimated that alfalfa 16 50 per 
dent. better feed, pound for pound, 
than red clover, and outylelds the lat- 
ter by 100 per cent. Its roots penetrate 
the soll to a greater depth, which 16 
especialyy important in dry regions, as 
the grass naturally is enabled to stand 
protracted dry spells. Alfalfa is cov- 
ered with little nodulee, or tubercles, 
that are the homes of micro-organisms 
that have the power to absorb.free n- 
trogen from the air and make it avatli- 
able for plant food. This, of course, 
enables the alfalfa to produce a large 
amount of nitrogenous feed, and at the 
same time materially increase the fer- 
tility of the soll. Qualities of this kind 
make alfalfa grass the most economical! 
range feed in the hands of the farmer. 
Last summer, although Kansas was 
without rain for many weeks, farm- 
ers who had alfalfa crops, real- 
ized from $50 to $80 an acre on 
their crops. In California, Arizona and 
New Mexico the alfalfa grass flourishes, 
and in Southern California five crops 


LIVE STOCK. 
Prices of Beef Cattle. 


Secretary of Agriculture James wu. 
son is quoted as follows regarding the 
“beef combine” and rise in prices of 
meats: ° 

“I predict a fall in the price of beef 
as soon as the grass cattle are ready 
for market. There is nothing to hinder 
the butchers in any city from making 
an agreement ong themselves to put 
an agent in one of the western mar- 
kets for the purpose of buying cattle, 
having them shipped to their city, 
slaughtered and sold at a profit, pro- 
viding they can get the same transpor- 
tation rate given to every one else. 
Whoever gets a lower rate becomes a 
monopolist, as he is at once given a 
great advantage over all those who are 
discriminated against. 

“I do not know whether or not there 
is a combination on the part of the 
packers to put up the price of meats, 
as I have no means of knowing. I do 
know, however, that, owing to the 
shortness of last year’s corn crop, the 
farmers were not able to feed cheap 
corn to their cattle so as to fatten them 
for market. 

There are plenty of grass cattle in 
the country. Corn ts high and farmers 
have been giving it to their cattle at 
double the ordinary price—namely, 50 
to 60 cents a bushel. They sent South 
for cottonseed oll so as to help top t ide 
over. 

“The farmers have been getting 7 
cents a pound for cattle on the hoor. 
The average steer going to Chicago 
dresses at fifty pounds to the hundred. 
It is easily estimated that if a calf 
costs 7 cents a pound on the hoof it will 
cost 14 cents when dressed. 

“First-class beef dresses at about 
sixty pounds to the hundred, and the 
world's high-water mark along this 
line is between sixty and seventy 
pounds, but the average is about fifty 
pounds. This will give some idea of 
what meat costs the butcher. The choice 
cuts are always run up in price, and 
this is why we have to pay so much 
for our meats. While beef will be 
cheaper when the grass-fed cattle are 
in marketable shape, this cause wil! 
not operate to reduce the price of the 
products of the hog, as that anima) 
cannot fatten on grass. 

These are some of the prime causes 
for the high prices of meats. There 
are others of equal importance. Wages 
are good. In fact they are higher than 
ever before. This enables every one 
to eat whatever he fancies. This con- 
dition creates a heavy demand for food 
ee and all of them are unusually 
igh. 

“Another cause for the Increase in 
the price of beef is the drain on the 
corn supply to fatten horses and mules 
for our foreign markets. There has 
been a large demand for mules ana 
horses for use in South Africe. These 
animals must be fattened the same as 
eettle to bring a satisfactory price. 
These are some of the natural causes 
whitch contribute to bringing about the 
existing conditions, but it is impossible 
for me to say whether, in addition to 
thts, he packers have arbitrarily ad- 
ded anything to the price, 
matter with which I have nothing to 
do. 


THE SUGAR BEET. 
A Bluff Called. 

Ex-Gov. John Lind of Minnesota 
would have done well to look before 
he leaped; when he said: “If you will 
show me two beet-sugar farmers who

will say that raising sugar beets has 
ben a profitable industry, I will do- 
| nate $100 to any charity.” His bluff 
| Was at once called by F. W. Fink, gen- 


| eral manager of the Minnesota Sugar 
Company, and the charity that will get 
the $100 will no doubt think it “easy 
money. 

The testimony produced by Mr. Fink 
shows conclusively that the farmers 
as well as the factory are making a 
good profit out of beets. The plant of 
the Minnesota Sugar Company, valued 
nat $500,000, handler 450 tons of beets 
daliy, and turned out 6,000,000 pounds of 
refined sugar in the last campaign. 
The sugar was sold at good figures, 
and the surplus was devoted to the im- 
provement of the plant. There were 
150@ farmers cultivating 5000 acres of 


a year are not uncommon.—{New York 
Tribune. 


as this is a 


beet land, and they received from $50 
to $89 per acre, leaving them a net 
profit of $30 to $50 per acre. The 


statement of one farmer that 
“this beats wheat is perfectly 
true, and should be heeded by 


those whose wheat land is worn out. 
Beets will grow on this same land and 
produce splendid results. The above- 
named factory furnished its farmers 
with 25,000 tons of beet pulp at nominal 
prices. This pulp was used for cattle 
food, and produced a higher quality 
of milk, cream and butter than any 
other farm and commercial food did. 
and incidentally saved them a goodly 
sum, formerly spent for extra sup- 
plies of other stock food. 

The wide-awake Minnesota farmer 
will know a good thing when he sees 
it. If he follows the example of his 
beet-growing neighbors, ex-Gov. Lind 
will soon have to look for objects of 
charity outside of Minnesota. We 
would take the liberty to advise the 
Governor to spend his spare money 
in getting a little more information on 
the beet-sugar business.—[Gazette.

Brown Rust of the Beet. 


The first disease of sugar beets re- 
ported this season is the brown rust, 
sometimes known as leaf rust. It is 
the purpose of this note to ask the 
growers to be on the lookout for this 
and other fungous pests, and to report 
them to this office as soon as possible 
after they appear. The brown rust 
may be recognized on seedling beets 
by the presence of reddish-brown ele-, 
vations on the surfaces of the Haves. 
These elevations are usually more 
abundant on the lower than on the 
upper surfaces of the leaves, and from 
their appearance may readily be mis- 
taken for insect eggs. Each elevation 
contains a large number of spores, 
and from of these spores a new 
fungus may develop if the conditions 
are favorable. Later in the season a 
second set of spores will be produced, 
and still later a third set will be found. 
The third set of spores remain dor- 
mant over the winter, and are ready to 
produce new fungi just as the seedling 
beets are coming up in the spring. 

The effect of this disease is either to 
kill the affected plant outright or to 
retard its growth, so that it will be 
greatly dwagfed. The foliage assumes 
a sickly color and the sugar content 
is considerably reduced. The fungus- 
producing brown rust of beets Is known 
as Uromyces betae, Pers., and belongs 
to one of the most difficult classes of 
fungi to combat. It is probable that 
it may be controlled by spraying with 
Bordeaux mixture, but until this point 
can be definitely determined it will be 
advisable not to grow beets for sev- 
eral years, in flelds where the rust has 
appeared. Brown rust should not be 
confused with leaf spot. The latter is 
produced by an entirely different fun- 
gus, Cercospora beticola, Sacc., and has 
been much more common and more 
widespread in this country than the 
brown rust.—[{C, O. Townsend, United 
States Department Agriculture. 

THE VINEYARD. 
The Vine Hopper. 

This pest is reported to be unusu- 
ally troublesome in the vineyards of 
Fresno county. There has never been 
found an effectual remedy for the hop- 
per. He works mostly on the underside 
of the leaf, and it is impossible to get 
to him with a spray among the dense 
foliage of the vine. Some remedial 
measures more or less successful are 
to turn sheep in the vineyard after 


the crop is harvested, the animals eat- | 


ing the leaves with the hopper or 
starving the latter to death by taking 
away their food. Sheets of sticky fly 
Paper attached to sticks are held over 
or at the side of the vine while the 
insects are driven on to it by a sec- 
ond person. They may be attracted to 
any kind of trap by a light at night, 
and kerosene emulsion forced onto the 
under side of the leaves will kill those 
it reaches. The hoppers do not have 
wings on their first appearance. At 
this time fumigation with bubach 
burnt over coals would destroy many 
of them. Cutting surplus canes so that 
vi a could plowed early in 
the fall, and harrowing or cultivating 
clean would undoubtedly do much to- 


ward killing those that are |! to 
start the next year’s crop.—l[ José 
Herald. 
Bogus Wine. 
“California wine made while you 
wait” is a recently-exploited scheme 


of a San Francisco concern. It would 
flood the State with the cheap stuff 
and have winertes folst it directly back 
upon the dealers as the genuine prod- 
uct of the native vineyards. 

“One gallon of wine extract yields 
you 100 gallons blending wine, alcohol 
free. You have to take a barrel of 
100 gallons’ capacity, put in one gallon 
wine extract and fill the barrel with 
water, shake the barrel well, and in 
a few minutes you will have a clear 
and bright wine, which will never turn 
cloudy. We charge you $10 a gallon, 
so in this way the blending wine will 
cost you only 10 cents a gullon.“ Such 
are some of the statements in confi- 
dential letters being sent out to Call-

But certain of the local wine mer- 
chants have already discovered the 
contemplated fraud, and they and the 
postal authorities will begin a vigor- 
ous warfare to exterminate the “French 
Wine Extract Manufacturing Com- 
pany.” Its dealings will also be sub- 
fect of searching inquiry for the 
United States revenue officers. The 
mere posting of notices of so fraudu- 
lent a scheme is punishable in the Fed- 
eral courts, and the successful opera- 
tion of the enferprise naturally con- 
templates an evasion of the revenue 
laws. 

Worse than the violation of postal 
and revenue laws is the intended dam- 
age to California’s wine industry. Now 
that the vineyard product of this State 
ic attaining a wide reputation and the 
wines are being bought as the pure 
article, this concern secretly lays {Its 
plans to undermine the integrity of 
Califernia winemakers and offers them 
some chemical with which to produce 
a spurious substitute for the real wine 
that has begun to be one of Caj*’or- 
nia’s greatest income producers.

THE TRUTH ABOUT THE PLAGUE 
IN SAN FRANCISCO. 


fReproduced from The Sanitarian.) 


INDIANAPOLIS, May 17, 1902. 

Dr. A. N. Bell, Editor Sanitarian: I 
enclose herewith special resolutions in 
regard to the plague situation at San 
Francisco, which were unanimously 
passed at a meeting of the health of- 
ficers 
the regular annual conference of said 
officera, and was, this year, given up 
entirely to a discussion of the smalipox 
situation. We hope you will find space 
to print the action of the conference 
upon the plague situation.

We, the representatives of the State 
Board of Health of Ohio, Kentucky and 
Indiana, together with representatives 
of the county and city boards of health 
of Indiana, in conference assembled in 
the city of Indianapolis, April 25, 1902, 
in view of certain documentary evi- 
dence before us do resolve as follows: 

First—We view with surprise and 
alarm the acts of the Governor of Call- 
fornia and the Mayor of San Francisco, 
in attempting to suppress the facts re- 
lating to the N nce of bubonic 
plague in that city. We are surprised 
at such attempts, because we regard 
the facts as fully established and be- 
yond all question. The Board of Health 
of the city of San Francisco, composed 
of honorable gentlemen, distinguished 
for their scientific attainments, and 
holding the entire confidence of their 
associates and the. public, published 
the facts in their monthly report to the 
city government, submitting therein all 
necessary data. The existence of the 
plague in said city was afterward con- 
firmed, by an expert, sent there by the 
United States Marine Hospital Serv- 
ice: also by an expert employed by the 
State Board of Health, and finally by 
a commission of eminent bacteriolo- 
kists of international fame, whose sole 
interest in the matter was to know 
the truth. * 

Second. We view with alarm this at- 
tempt to suppress the fact of the pres- 
ence of an epidemic disease, the most 
deadly known to medical science, be- 
cause with bubonic plague and cholera 
in a number of ports in direct com- 
munication with that of San Francisco, 
and with the energies of the Governor 
of the State and the Mayor of the city 
directed to the suppression of truth 
rather than the plague, what guarantee 
has the interior that it will long be 
exempt from the pestilence? 

Third. We condemn and deplore the 
acts of the Governor of said State in 
attempting to discredit the competency 
and veracity of the experts above men- 
tloned: for forcing the resignation of 
certain members of the State Board 
of Health because they concurred in 
the expert conclusions; for seeking to 
unduly influence the United States 
Treasury ment, and for making 
denial of the existence of plague a con- 
dition of appointment to the vacancies 
caused by the above resignations. 

Fourth. We condemn and deplore 
the act of the Mayor of San Francisco 
in codperating with the Governor as 
above set forth, and for removing 
from office the City Board of Health of 
San Francisco for no other reason than 
that in the faithful discharge of the 
duties imposed upon them by law, and 
their endeavor to protect the lives and 
health of the citizens of that metropo- 
lis, they published the presence of the 
plague, and maintained their honor 
against all contrary influences. 

Fifth. We further declare, it Is be- 
yond our comprehension how any mem- 
ber of the honorable profession of 
medicine, conscious of the dignity of 
this high calling and zealous for main- 
tenance of that dignity, could accept 
appointment to vacancies thus created 
under the condition expressed or im- 
plied. 

Sixth. We affirm that in every State, 
Territory and municipality of the 
United States where the representatives 
of the people have enacted laws for 
the protection of the lives and health 
of their citizens and have appointed 
boards whose duty it is to execute 
those laws, the citizens of id States, 
Territories and municipalities have a 
right to hold said boards to the faith- 
ful performance of their duties, and to 
the prompt and effectual use of every 
means which the law allows and sani- 
tary science approves for the preven- 
tion of the introduction and the spread 
of epidemic diseases. 

Seventh. We further affirm that in 
the employment of such means it is 
absolutely necessary to notify the pub- 
lic of the presence of said epidemic 
disease, point out the locality in which 
it has appeared, indicate its progress, 
etc., in order that the public, having 
knowledge, may cohperate in its ex- 
tinction. 

Eighth. We further affirm that in 
pursuance of these measures and in 
answer to the rightful demand of citi- 
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
